When the Senate a few days ago called on 
Attorney-General Garland for papers relative 


to charges against suspended officers the 
nominations of whose successors then being 
betore the Senate for confimation, Mr. Garland 
declined to comp!y with this request of the 
Senate, and President Cleveland took occasion, 
in an interview for the press, to say that no 
suspensions were made without just cause. 
The following statement will show why the 
documents were not sent, as the sending of 
papers in one case would establish a precedent 
for the Senate to obtain the papers in all other 
cases: 

Mr. Gerland was directed by the President 
to submit to the Cabinet meeting Tuesday, 
July 21, 1885, all charges on file 10 the Depart- 
ment ot Justice against the officers of his de- 
partment in the Siate of Texas. He had the files 
searched, giving special instructions as to the 
couse of A. J. Evans, the United States Attor- 

for the Western, and Asa R. Stratton Jr., 
Unired States Attorney or the Eastern Die- 
tricts of Texas. There were no charges of any 
kind agaiust Stratton, who was appo.nted 
April 2, 1884, and there were no charges against 
Judge Evans, except the following anonymous 
letter with indorsements:

He was suspended upon this 
anonymous letter, and the name of his suc- 
cessor, a partisan Democrat, is before tbe 
Senate. Bvans is a Texan, and was a Confed- 
erate soldier. Mr. Siratton, against whom 
there were po charges of any kind, was a 80 
suspended. 
Another case is that of T. J. Tuomey, United 
States Marshal tor South Carolina, who was 
suspended by the President. Marshal Tuomey 
caused the removal by Judge Bond of several 
Commissioners of the Circuit Court of the Dis- 
triet for nursing frivoious cases to mage 
fees for themselves „ and the Marsbai. 
The day before Tuomey'’s suspension was 
mailed at the Department of Justice, Attorney- 
General Gariand received a visit from two 
ment men from South Carolina—Mr. W. 
Trenhoin, now Civil-Service Commiss.oner, 
and H. B. N. Smith, member of the law firm of 
Mitchell & Smith of Charieston, whose busi- 
ness in the United States courts is consider- 
able. These men called on Mr. Garland rel- 
ative to a proposed change in the office of Col- 
lector of the Port of Char eston, and to push 
their candidate for the piace. In the course of 
the conversation Mr. Garland asked them 
for Marshal, say- 
ing ppose you gentiemen from 
Charleston want Simmons? Io reply Mr. 
Smith stated that Tuomey, the incumbent, was 
a good officer, a respectable man, and gave 
generai satisfaction. Three deys after this iu- 
terview. Marshal Tuomey received notice from 
Mr. Garland that he was suspended tr m office. 
Tuomey immediately telegrapbed to the Presi- 
dent and to Gariand requesting to be furnished 
With acopy of charges against bim if any there 
were. He received no reply. Tuomey is a 
South Carolinian, served with distinction in the 
Cunfederate army. and has ever since the War 
béen a consisient Hepubiican. This was the 
reason of his removal by the “ civil-service 
Worm Presideut.

Minister Soteldo declares the charges 
against bim, outiined in Tax TrRipune this 
morning, are malicious, and came from ciaim- 
ante who are trying to defeat his efforts to 
have certain of the claims annulied on the 
ground of fraud.

The Post-Office Department has received 
no complaint from Chleago about the inef- 
ficiency of the special-delivery system. Gen.

CHAMBERS CONVICTED.

FOUND GUILTY OF THE FAMOUS MONON 

ROBBERY AND ASSAULT—THE PENALTY 

TWO YEARS’ IMPRISONMENT. 

BLOOMINGTON, Ind., Feb. 6.—{Special.|—At 
9 o'clock this morning the famous express 
robbery trial came to an ena by a verdict from 
the jury of guilty of mansiaugbter, assessing 
the punishment at two years in the peniten- 
tlary. At first upon retiring the jury was six 
to six, then ten to two, and then a compromise 
was made by making a light punishment. 
When the result was announced Chambers was 
thunoderstruck, and said that be had no idea of 
such a fate. But, thank God,” said be, “I 
am an innocent man, and that is one consola- 
tion.” When sentence was pronounced tears 
came to his eyes, he for the first time showing 
any signs of the terrible burden upon bim.

The nignt express left 
Louisville at 6:30 lor Chicago, and at 11 o'clock, 
when between Harrodsburg and Bioomingtoa, 
some unkuowu map alone entered thé baygage 
and express car combined, struck Peter Web- 
ber, the baäggugemaster, on the bead, shot 
George Davis, ine messenger, and then com- 
pelied Wevver to open the money safe of the 
American Express Company, taking from it 
$1,800. Then, shooting Webber, be made his 
escape. Webber was conscious all the time, 
and immediatey described the viiiain. 
Davis lingered and now fs eme. u- 
though his mind is nearly gone. Three 
weeks later Webber was brougut to Bicom- 
ing ton, and, upon seeing Chambers, identified 
bim as the man. This caused intense excite- 
ment, as Chambers was regarded as one of the 
best young men in ‘the county. A tr al fol- 
lowed in September, when the jury stood six 
to six. The seeond trial began Jan. 25. The 
indietment was for assaulting George K. Davis, 
and also for une robvery.

The scarcity of this 
article in Vermilion County, where the 
heinous crime was committed, probably ac- 
counts for the severity of the sentence. 


Mayor Sirus of Cincinnati has suspended 
Edward Hudson, Superintendent of Police, 
for insubordination. The Mayor has ap- 
pointed Arthur G. Moore Superintendent. 
This brings to a crisis the conflict between 
the Mayor and the Police Commissioners, as 
the latter refuse to recognize the validity of 
Gov. Foraker’s action in removing them from 
office.

A WRITER in the hot elimate of the East 
Indies calls attention to the possibility of 
serious mistake through accepting as correct 
the school-book statement that sound travels 
at the rate of 1,093 feet per second. That is 
its speed at the freezing point of water, or 
rather at the melting point of ice; but the 
rapidity of transmission appears to increase 
about one and three-quarters feet for each 
degree of temperature, That makes a differ- 
ence of seventy-five and one-half feet at the 
temperature of 100° which prevails in India. 
A shrapnel shell intended to be thrown 1,000 
yards, the distance being estimated by sound, 
would fall seventy-five yards short of the 
mark aimed at and do no damage. In the 
shelling of intrenchments at a distance of 
4,000 yards the error would amount to about 
250 yards, and the result might be to render 
useless a whole battery of guns. 
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THE money market was dull and a trifle 
weak. Sterling bills were strong at un- 
changed prices. The demand for investment 
securities was moderate. The New York 
stock market was dull, and there was a con- 
siderable decline in prices.—The Chicago 
grain market was steadier, with good buying 
of wheat on reports of a fair export moye 
ment at the seabuard, while provisions were 
easier, As compared with Friday pork 
closed 1244 cents lower, lard 244 cents lower, 
meats 7}¢ cents lower, wheat unchanged, 
corn & cent higher, oats 4¢ cent lower, rye 
and flaxseeds steady, bariey weak. The 
shipments of wheat from this city last week 
exceeded the receipts by 10,000 bushels, and 
those of corn were less by 218,000 bushels. 
The packing of this city since the beginning 
of the winter season includes 2,207,000 hogs, 
against 2,221,000 to the same time last year, 
and 1,882,000 to the same time in 1884. 


THE REORGANIZED COUNTY BOARD. 

There was much confidence just after the 
election in November that the five County 
Commissioners who had been elected would 
aid a few clean men of the County Board 
who held over in giving Cook County an 
honest and economical government. It was 
hoped that as soon as they had taken their 
seats the work of reform and retrenchm ‘nt 
would begin. The two Republicans who had 
been elected were vot.ched for as reputable 
citizens of an econcmical turn of mind who 
would make their presence felt in the new 
beard greatly to the advantage of the tax- 
payers; the two Democrats who succeeded 
were confessedly the best men their party 
could find for the offices. Their praises as 
economical business-men were sounded every- 
where; and Mr. Geils, the country Inde- 
pendent, was spoken of as a rock of sense 
and a walking magazine of economical rules, 
precepts, and ideas. 

The new Commissioners have not come up 
to the public expectation. The’ Democratic 
members and the Independent have fallen 
meekly into the ways that Van Pelt has 
marked out for them, and the Republicans 
have not been true to their own pledges or 
the promises of their friends. One of them 
refused to aid the honest members who held 
over to arrange the committees so as to in- 
sure some degree of economy in the purchase 
ot supplies; the other, though an honest 
man, has impaired his usefulness in the 
board by taking counsel of bad advisers. It 
is now two months since the new Commis- 
sioners took their seats, With the possible 
exception of some of the members of the 
Committee on Charities the Commissioners 
go on spending fhe county’s money lavishly 
and as uselesly as before the election. Van 
Pelt and his confederates are as powerful in 
the board now as they have been at any time. 
There is hardly a change in the methods 
pursued. The old ring contractors yet fur- 
nish the supplies for the county. The bills 
for goods of various kinds are filled by the 
same old firms. The same high prices 
are charged. Jobbery is resorted to 
now as before the board was re- 
organized. At the last meeting the 
electric-light job was fully consummat- 
ed and the bill ordered paid, notwith- 
standing the repeated protest of Commis- 
sioner Wren that the work had not been com- 
pleted and that the lights were defective. 
Fortune, Hemmelgarn, and Geils—three new 
members—voted for this payment. The grand 
Jury for February is as bad as any drawn 
during the Wasserman-Van Pelt régime. It 
consists largely of saloonkeepers, ward poli- 
ticians, and professional grand jurors. Many 
of them were drawn by the new men. 

Every effort of the Charities Committee— 
the only one of the committees economically 
inclined to cut down -expenses—has been bit- 
terly fought. Last week this committee de- 
cided to reduce expenses at the Insane 
Asylum about $500 per month in the 
item of salaries alone. It was proposed 
to do this by dispensing with the services 
of useless officials and by cutting down 


the salaries of others to reasonable figures.

Straightway there was a kick, led by 4 
Commissioner claiming to be a Republican. 
He was supported by Van Pelt, who 
was afraid that the Insane Asylum em- 
ployés. who could not earn 50 per cent 
of the salaries they are now getting at any 
other place would involve the county in liti- 
gation because their salaries were cut 10 per 
cent. The retrenchment decided on was 
postponed—perhaps indefinitly—by the aid 
of the votes of Fortune, Casselman, Geils, 
and McCarthy, the latter a spoilsman mas- 
querading as a Republican. Thus it goes. 
The few clean men in the board are raturally 
disgusted at the turn affairs have taken, and 
the taxpayers are grievously disappointed at 
the failure of the new Commissioners to 
carry out their ante-election pledges. A ma- 
jority of them have fallen easily into the 
way of the ringsters. The system of jobbery, 
extravagance, and corruption is maintained 
by their influence and their votes. They 
stand in the way of economical and honest 
management of the county institutions, and 
pack grand juries in the interest of notorious 
law-breakers and criminals, They maintain 
Van Pelt as chief of the County Board. They 
have falsified their own pledges and the 
pledges made fo for them by their friends. 


RELIGIOUS — SENTIMENT IN 
SOUTH. 

Some weeks ago, in commenting on the 
spread of prohibition and Sabbatarian laws 
in the South, Tax Trrevune pointed out that 
the people of that section Were not only 
homegeneous in character but as a rule of a 
strongly-marked religious temperament, the 
whites as well as the blacks being largely en- 
rolled in the Methodist, Baptist, or Presby- 
terian Church. With a population native 
to the soll for many generations and largely 
under the influence of the clergy, it was only 
to be expected that in the reorganization of 
Southern society since the War there would 
appear a marked tendency toward prohibition 
and Sabbatarian Jaws, Under the old régime 
the South was strict in the observance of 
Sunday and it had prohibitory laws for the 
government of at least one-half the popula- 
tion, since the statutes applied practically 
not only to the blacks but to the poor 
whites living in the rural districts. In the 
process of reorganizing Southern society the 
point has now been reached where an effort 
is making to rehabilitate the old codes as to 
Sabbath observances and liquor-selling. 
These results spring naturally from the 
homogeneous and religious character of the 
Southern people, arti they are not to be 
matched in any community containing many 
persons of foreign birth or where the influ- 
ence of the clergy is weaker. 

Some of the Southern papers that feel 
bound to dispute every expression of opinion 
coming from the North have denied the as- 
sertion that the Southern people are eminent- 
ly religious, although in so doing these 
journals put themselves in an amusingly in- 
consistent position. For instance, the Kis- 
simmee (Fla.) Leader deciares the assertion 
that free thinking and agnosticism do not 
flourish south of Mason and Dixon’s line“ 
nothing less than a damnable lie,” which 
implies, of course, that the South abounds in 
infidelity.e Kissimmee contains a considera- 
ble admixture of people from the North, and 
can hardly be regarded as a typical Southern 
community, but the same issue of tne Leader 
from which we have quoted furnishes abun- 
dant proof that the original orthodox senti- 
ment is not yet wholly destroyed. In an- 
other column the Leader prints the follow- 
ing from asermon on eternal punishment ” 
by one Elder Knapp: 

The soul of the impenitent sinner is plunged 
by beneficent and omnipotent justice into the 
awful lake of Hell. Weighted with its sins, it 
sinks dowa into the molten billows, and down 
and down for centuries, for thousands and 
tens of thousands of years. Each instant of 
this descent is an awful, an unendurable 
agony, a thousand times worse than the press- 
ing of the quivering buman flesh against 
blazing coais. Millions of years after the 
plunge the damned soul rises from the molten 
deptns and emerges on the surface of the 
seething billows. Casting bis despairing eyes 
across to where the Father sita, he cries, ** God, 
is it not enough?’ to which the righteous 
Father, as His countenance flames with wrath, 
thunders in a tone which shakes the vaults of 
Heaven and Hell, ‘* Down, down to ail eter- 
nity! 

The Leader dissents from the views of 
Elder Knapp as to an unmodified Sheol, but, 
as the editor was originally a Northern man, 
he may perhaps be regarded, even in Florida, 
as asort of Ultramontane heretic. In an- 
other column of his paper he furnishes still 
further evidence as to the religious character 
of Kissimmee by publishing the following 
extract from the town ordinances. 


Sec. 1. No mercbant, shopkeeper, liquor- 
dealer, bartender, or other person shall keep 
open store or barter, sell, exchange, or dispose 
of any goods, wares, or merchandise, spiritu- 
ous, vinous, or malt liquors the Sabbath-day; 
provided, that in case of urgent necessity they 
may dispose of the necessaries of life without 
keeping open doors. . 5 


So that in Kissimmee the ‘ necessaries of 
life” cannot be sold Sunday except in case 
of “urgent necessity,” and even then it 
must be done without keeping open doors. 
If the town ordinances are strictly enforced 
in Kissimmee and the people are in the habit 
of listening to sermons like that of Elder 
Knapp the community must be one of the 
most strictly religious and orthodox in the 
United States. With all these evidences at 
his command we should think the editor of 
the local paper would rejoice in the superior 
morality of the place and hold it up for imi- 
tation, just as the Rev. Sam Jones does when 
he declares exultantly that in point of piety 
and orthodox sentiment Georgia is the model 
State of the Union. The South owes her 
power to enforce prohibitory and Sabbatarian 
laws to the unmixed character of the popula- 
tion and the great influence of the churches. 
It is for these reasons that the South remains 
fixed in her ways, holding the old faiths un- 
changed and sending forth such evangelists 
as Sam Jones and Sam Small w preach the 
Gospel of the old version in the North,

SIRJOHN LUBBOCK’S READING LIST. 
So long as literary tastes differ it will al- 
ways bea work of supererogation for any 
man to assume to dictate the hundred best 
bocks, even should the dictator happen to be 
aman as eminentin natural science as Sir 
John Lubbock, who, in a recent address be- 
fore the Workingmen’s College of London, 
picked out the hundred best books—in his 
opinion., The futility of the task is evi- 
denced by the opinions of a large number of 
persons quite as eminent in various depart- 
ments of literary and scientific work as him- 
self, whose criticisms of his list have been 
printed in the Pall Mall Gazette:. As might 
have been they differ radically 
from him in their judgment, and some of 
them, like Mr. Ruskin, for instance, who is 
a model of taste and comprehensive criticism, 
slash his list until it is barely recognizable. 
THe Tripune has already printed this list, 
and it need not be said that American schol- 
ars and connoisseurs will also take frequent 
exception to his recommendations. Most of 
all, however, his list will be criticised on this 
side of the water for its curious and seem- 
ingly studied omission of all American books 
except Mr. Emerson's essays and Mr. Long- 
fellow’s poems. Even the works of Wash- 
ington Irving, than whieh English literature 
can produce nothing finer in style since Ad- 
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‘infirm to the polls. 2 


England, are completely ignored. In his the ridiculous assertion of Senator Butler the 


historical selections no reference is made to 
such American historians as Prescott, Ban- 
croft, Parkman, or Motley, the peer of 
Macaulay in the fascination of his method. 
Among our poets Lowell, Bryant, Holmes, 
Whittier, Halleck, and Poe are omitted, 
though they outrank many of the English 
bards whom he mentions. Not one of our 
scientific writers is named, though in 
this department, to which pe belongs 
himself, one would have thought 
would have recognized such eminent 
scientists as Agassiz, the great geologists 
Dana and Owen, the mathematician Plerce, 
the botanist Gray, whose sketch of the Amer- 
ican flora was voted the ablest paper read 
before the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement ot Science last year, or Prof. 
Draper, one of the most profound of modern 
thinkers on physiology. intellectual develop- 
ment, chemistry, and other scientific sub- 
jects. In politics Mr. Lubbock confines him- 
self to English statesmen, He seems never 
to have heard of the wonderful speeches of 
Daniel Webster, which will bear comparison 
with the finest specimens of British elo- 
quence. Among all our American writers 
of fiction not one is accepted by him, not 
even Cooper, the master of wooderaft, or 
Mrs. Stowe, whose Uncle Tom's Cabin” 
has had more readers in the various countries 
of the world than Dickens even. In theology 
we have not had many great writers, but 
among the clergy what modern preacher has 
been more eloquent than Beecher ? 

Sir John Lubbock’s list is a remarkable 
illustration of the insular egotism of En- 
glishmen; but, after all, the truth is that his 
hst represents only his own taste. There 
are numerous authors of widespread renown 
whom he apparently has not read at all be- 
cause his tastes do net run lu that direction. 
There are many whom he has read and 
recommends whom other people do not read. 
For instance, he omits Dante, who is widely 
read, and puts in Bacon, whom he may read 
himself while not one intelligent person in 
10,000 ever looks at his works, famous as 
they are. But, after all, itis superfluous to 
criticise Sir John Lubbock’s selections. They 
show his taste, but they do not reflect the 
taste of other people. No list of 100 works 
can be made up by any person, however in- 
telligent he may be, that will suit even 
twenty per cent of any 100 intelligent read- 
ers. There is great truth in the old writing- 
book copy., Many men of many minds.“ 
Some people’s tastes turn them to history, 
some to natural science, some to poli- 
tles and political economy, some to 
literature, and some to poetry, while the 
multitude rush to fiction and humor. The 
list of books which Mark Twain might recom- 
mend, for instance, would not suit Prof. 
Sumner. Mr. Whittier’s list would not suit 
Senator Edmunds, nor Senator Edmunds’ list 
Henry James, nor Henry James’ list Dr. 
Talmage. Sex, age, education, temperament, 
early training, pursuits, as well ds natural 
taste, all serve their purpose in determining 
what kind of books a person will choose to 
read. The moral of all this is that Sir John 
Lubbock’s list is of value only to Sir John 
Lubbock. If the truth wére known it would 
probably be found that among his auditors in 
the Workingman’s College scarcely one had 
ever or will ever read the larger number of 
the books he recommended. The tendencies 
of taste are as radical in reading as they are 
in eating or in amusement, and it is well that 
it is so. It a universal literary taste could 
be manufactured and squared to suit a par- 
ticular literary regimen it would be a dreary 
world so far as the encouragement of authors 
is concerned. 
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HAMBURG BUTLER’S LYING STATIS- 
TICS. 

In the course of the debate on the Dakota 
bill Butler of South Carolina made the pre- 
posterous assertion that in 1884 the State of 
Illinois polled only 62 per cent of its total 
vote. This ridiculous assertion was based 
on a table of stuffed statistics used recently 
by the Democratic press, but whose falsity 
was completely exposed some months ago by 
Tue Cnicaco Tripune. It some of the 
Republican Senators had read this paper with 
greater care they would have been able to ex- 
pose Butler's ridiculous assertion on the spot 
and estop him from sending out such notori- 
ously false statements to the country. The 
vote of IIIinois in 1884 was 672,849, being 
over 50,000 in excess of that cast in 1880, and 
a slight consideration of the facts wil show 
that it was at least 93 per cent of the voting 
population and as heavy a poll as could be 
reasonably expected in any State under any 
circumstances, 


* Remembering that the vote of Illinois in 
1884 was over 50,000 in excess of that at the 
previous Presidential election, -t is necessary 
to go back to the census year of 1880 to com- 
pare the number of voters with the total 
population. In that year Illinois had a na- 
tive white adult population of 505,000, and 
the vote polled was 622,159, which indicates 
the proportion of votes cast by the 13,000 
blacks and the naturalized foreigners. 
Through some blunder which the census of- 
ficials have never been able to explain the 
entire adult foreign-born population of IIII- 
nois is classed as males over 21,” and the 
same mistake having been perpetrated in 
other States the tables show that of all 
the foreign-born men, women, and children in 
the United States over one-haif are voters! 
With the native population there is only one 
voter to four of population, but in 1880 there 
were at least 850,000 foreigners in the United 
States who could not have been naturalized 
legally, since they had come into the country 
within five years. Many foreigners, espe- 
ciaJly Englishmen, are never naturalized, and 
thousands fail to take out their papers 
promptly at the end of five years, a fair av- 
erage being from six. to seven years after 
they come to the United States. It seems 
clear that in stating the foreign-born adult 


> 


population of Illinois as 277,889 in 1880 it 


was intended to include men and women. 
Supposing on a liberal estimate that 
one-half were voters, [Illinois had in 
1880 139,000 persons entitled to cast 
their ballots on naturalization papers. 
Adding this to the 13,000 blacks and the 
505,000 native white voters and 657,000 would 
have been the largest possible poll in the 
State. From this must be deducted the in- 
sane, paupers, prisoners, inmates of charita- 
ble institutions, hospitais, etc., as well as a 
considerable number absent from home or 
who had not lived in the State, county, or 
election district a sufficient time to entitle 
them to vote, and still others who paired or 
were “‘crowded out” at the polls. It has 
been estimated on the basis of elaborate 
calenlations that the classes named, together 
with the aged and infirm, will amount to 7 
per cent, and i is never éxpected that any 
community can poll over 93 per cent of its 
total vote. Yet, when a deduction of 7 per 
cent is made, it will be found that in 1880 
instead of 611,000, as the highest reasonably 
to be expected, Lilinois actually cast 622, 159 
votes. This simply means that the election 
called out every vote that could be had and 
brought many of the sick, the aged, and the 


vote in Illinois in 1880 was the greatest that 
could possibly have been expected, and 
reached the extraordinary proportions of at 
least 98 per cent of the total voting popula- 
tion. It may be doubted whether a more 
exhaustive poll ever took place in any State 
in the Union. 

Senator Butler might have gained some en- 
lightenment by comparing the vote of IIII- 
nols with the total population and learned 
that che voters in this State are about one 
out of five, whereas in South Carolina in 1884 
the proportion was about one in ten. With 
a population returned m 1880 as 995,577 
South Carolina cast in 1884 only 91,578 votes, 
or a poll of only 50 per cent, indicating that 
nearly one-half the voters failed to cast their 
ballots, Comparisons taken from 1880 and 


1884 show the following significant results;

This comparison, however, is not strictly 
fair, since the North has a large foreign-born 
population; but, even with this allowance 
made for the Southern States, they still show 
a poll only one-half that in Illnols, New 
York, or Ohio. With these plain, undenied, 
and indisputable facts before him Senator 
Butler ignorantly or craftily attempted to 
make a comparison by counting all the adult 
foveigners in the North as voters, and on 
this based his preposterous assertion that IIII- 
nois cast in 1880 only 62 per cent of her vote. 
Unless Butler’s assertions are explained on 
the score of stupid ignorance, they must be 
regarded as proving that a Southern Senator, 
even when sitting in the Senate of the United 
States, cannot resist the temptation to Mack- 
inize or Daltonize election figures so as to 
make them lie in the face of facts known to 
the entire country. 


BRITISH DIPLOMATIO BUNKO. 
The chapter from the second volume of 
Mr. Blaine’s book giving the history of thé 
fisheries question, printed in Tue Trisune 
of yesterday, is a timely contribution to the 


nishes an overwhelming reason why Con- 
gress should peremptorily refuse to sanction 
the new commission which the President has 
recommended, 

The story of the Joint High Commission 
as told by Mr. Blaine is the story of a 
Joint High Diplomatie bunko game prac 
ticed upon ua by England and Austria with 
the connlvanee of Canada. It is not neces- 
sary to review the circumstances leading up 
to the arbitration. They have already been 
frequently discussed and are familiar to our 
readers. In the article providing for t, it 
was agreed that one of the three Commis- 
sioners should be appointed by the President, 
one by England, and the third by England 
and the United States conjointly, and in case 
they could not agree within a period of three 
months after the article went into effect 
then the third Commissioner was to be named 
by the Austrian Minister at London. Shortly 
afterwards the English Government was no- 
tified by Secretary Fish that we would sug- 
gest a certain number of names from which 
a selection might be made of the third Com- 
missioner. Such a list was sent, containing 
the names of the various Ministers in Wash- 
ington, except those who from their pecul- 
larly friendly relations to the English Gov- 
ernment would feel disqualified from acting. 
Among those omitted was M. Delfosse, the 
Belgian Minister. There were good reasons 
for omitting him. In the first place, he was 
prejudiced in favorof England; in the seoond 
place, the King of Belgium was a cousin of 
Vietoria, had married an Austrian Princess. 
and his sister was the unfortunate Carlotta, 
for the death of whose husband, Maximilian, 
Austria held this country indirectly responsi- 
ble. 


Now the bunko game of diplomacy began. 
The reply to Secretary Fish’s notification was 
a request from Lord Granville that M. Del- 
fosse, whose name had been specially omit- 
ted, should be the third Commissioner. It is 
needless to say that Secretary Fish promptly 
objected to this impertinent proposition, and 
set forth his reasons, Lord Granville re- 
plied that under these circumstances he must 
consult Canada as to her wishes, and inti- 
mated that she wanted the choice left to the 
Austrian Minister. After long and provok- 
ing correspondence, which was protracted by 
England in order to consume the three 
mouths’ limitation, Lord Granville deliber- 
ately proposed M. Delfosse. Secretary Fish 
declined him, and was then notified that Can- 
ada declined the services of any one of the 
Ministers resident in Washington, though 
Canada under the treaty had nothing to do 
with the selection, 

The next move in the bunko game was a 
suggestion from Lord Granville that prob- 
ably the American and English Ministers at 
The Hague might agree upon some Dutch 
gentleman who would act, This suggestion 
was promptly rejected because it was a pal- 
pable evasion of the treaty, but it answered 
the English purpose of using up time. 

At last, disgusted with the English quib- 
bles and delays, Secretary Fish notified Lord 
Granville that we would waive the question 
of time in hopes that the two Governments 
inight agree upon the third party. This was 
what England wanted. When the three 
months were up Lord Granville notified Sec- 
retary Fish that the limit had expired and 
that the selection now rested with the Aus- 
trian Minister in London, Secretary Fish 
protested in vain. Lord Granville announced 
that the choie ‘ad been left with Count von 
Beust, th. austrian Minister, who had a 
special grievance against us and was spe- 
cially friendly to England. Of course he 
named M. Del 
protested agai the appointment of any 
Minfster in Washington, approved the selec- 
tion. 


Thus the bunko game was set up on us, 
largely through Secretary Fish’s want of 
firmness in objecting to Delfosse first, last, 
and all the time. The result is well known. 
The commission met in Halifax, and by the 
aid of forged entries, false vouchers, doctored 
books, and the Belgian Minister, prejudiced 
beforehand in England’s favor, we were 
mulcted in the sum of $5,500,000. In the 
face of this swindling transaction, and in 
despite of the petition of the American fish- 
ermen, the President and Secretary Bayard, 
without authority from the Senate, deliber- 
ately arranged with the English Minister to 
extend the one-sided treaty for six months 
from the time of its expiration, with the un- 
derstanding that the President would furthe 
recommend to Congress the appointment of 
another commission. If there were no other 
reason against it the recollection of the 
bunko kame set up on us by England, Aus- 
tria, and Canada ought 10 be sufficient to in- 
duce Congress to unanimously refuse its

The Underwriters’ Association has ap- 
pointed a committee consisting of Messrs. 
Teall, Lyman, Kerr, Jones, and Waller to take 
charge of the inspection of all buildings in the 
business district of the city and manufactur- 
ing risks of ail kinds. They will select a su- 
perintendent and half a dozen assistants, and 
have the work done systematically and thor- 
ougbly, so that the agents will have notice of 
the condition of certain buildings at a given 
date. This will do away with the haphazard 
iuspection done by individual agencies, and re- 
sult in an advance ot rates or a canceliation of 
policies if risks are not kept in proper condi- 
uon by the owners. There have been a rood 
many fires in manufacturing establishments 
recentiy, most of them being due to careles- 
ness, and the object of the inspection is to 
make owners and occupants more careful. In 
all buildings where ten or more people are en- 
gaged in manufacturing 50 cents has been 
added to the rate. This affects must of the 
down-town structures. In the business and 
manufacturing districts rates baye been in- 
creased 25 to 40 per cent, but reductions are 
allowed for certain improvement which 
lessen the danger from fire. 


William Fisher, a Swiss, aged 26 years, 
who has slept in the Chicago Avenue Station 
several times this winter as a charity lodger, 
committed a bold burglary at 1:80 o' clock yes- 
terday afternoon in the bouse of Mrs. Thomas 
Evans, No. 334 Huron street.

THEY WILL NOT SUBMIT. 
NORTH SIDE PROPERTY-OWNERS STILL AGI- 

TATING AGAINST THE ASSESSMENT ON 

THE PROPOSED IMPROVEMENT. 

So far about 100 perty-owners in the dis- 
trict bounded by O street, North avenue, 
Dearborn avenue, and the lake have announced 
their determination to object to the assessment 
for the extension of the Lake-Shore drive 
from Oak to Pearson street. Two canvassers 
have not reported. The committee of the as- 
sociation will be at the lower Turner-Hall every 
night this week to receive the names and sub- 
scriptions ot objectors. It costs only $1 to 

‘Join, and thus insure representation in court, 
Unless the appearance of a property-owner is 
entered he will have to pay the assessment if 
the roll is confirmed, as only those who object 
ba ve a right to appeal from the decision. Ap- 
plication will be made tomorrow for a rule to 
file objections by the 15tb, so those who believe 
the assessment unjust must act this week or 
they will bave to pay roundly for something 


whioh is Of no benefit to them. A mase-meet- 


ing of those interested will probably be heid 
during the week, 

The question will be presented to the court 
whether the extension is a boulevard or a par 
of the park. If the former, it will be con- 
tended that the assessment should be made on 
the abutting property: if the latter, on the 
whole North Side, The case is said to turn on 
thie point, and the impression is quite general 
that the assessment of a section of the North

more the deaj which brought about the 
assessment is examined the more incensed it 
makes the property-owners who are called 
upon to pay a large sum in order that halt a 
dozen men may make at least $500,000. It ap- 
pears that the $75,000 mentioned in the deeds 
of Tobias Allmendinger to Charlies Fitz-Simons 
and Malcolm MeNeill, conveying Block 8 to 
them, does not represent cash. The agreement 
between them is understood to be that Fits 
Simons and McNeill aro to fill in 220x800 in 
Blocks 8 and 18 and are to receive Block 8 for 
doing the work, Ailmendimger now owning ail 
o! Bioek 18. While Fitz-Simons and McNeil! will 
make at least $100,000 by the operation, putiing 
the frontage they will acquire at a low Ggure 
and deducting the cost of the breakwater and 
filling, Tobias Allmendinger will make a great 
deal more. A value, it is said, bad to be set 
upon the submerged lands in order that the 
frontage might be assessed. The award for 
265x220 feet in Block 8 was $8,720 and in Block 
13 $9.062; total, $17.78%. Allmendiuger's total 
assessment is $11,991. So, if the scheme goes 
through, de will get $5,791 in cash and a biock 
of land 220x800 feet for a section of the lake ot 
equal dimensions without taking a penny from 
his pocket. This 220x800 will give him a total 
frontage of 880 feet—220 on the drive, 440 on a 
street midway between it and the lake, and 220 
overlooking the water. Estimating the first at 
$400 a foot, the second at $150, and the third at 
$100, the block wiil be worth $154,000. So his 
share will be about $160,000—certainly a very 
fair return for some water which Fitz-Simons 
and McNeill have to handle themselves. 


MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 

MR. GURNWY AND THE CONTROLLERSHIP OF 
THE CURKENCY—STREETS THAT WILL NOT 
BE REPAVED THIS YEAR-—ITEMS. 

“A leading business-man of Chicago,” said 
Mayor Harrison yesterday, speaking of Mr. 
Gurney and the Controllershipof the Currency,

GRATZ’S CASE. 
HELD TO THE GRAND JURY IN $2,500 BAIL 

The case of Joseph 8. Gratz, the jeweler, 
charged with conspiring to defraud, was calied 
before Justice Lyon yesterday morning, It 
will be remembered that be is the man who 
sold out his stock of jewelry at No. 175 East 
Madison street the Ist of January to the firm 
of Shackman & Lowenbach, jewelers at Nos. 
210 and 212 East Madison street, on which 
there was a large indebtedness to Eastern man- 
utaoturers. As Gratz disappeared immediately 
after the sale the Jewelers’ Associations at 
New York and Providence took active meas- 
ures and contributed $10,000 for the expense 
of prosecuting him. The attorneys represent- 
ing the New York board were the firm of 
Thompson & Flemming. Hoizheimer, Rliel & 
Uosenthal appeared for the Providence board. 
Philip Stein was the attorney for the defense. 
The first witness of any importance called was 
Adolph Shackman of Shackman & Lowen- 
bach. He was asked to produce Grats's 
account-books, which were said to have been 
transferred with the stock. Witness refused 
to bring the books into court, because, he said, 
they migut expose him to criminal prosecu- 
tion. Gustayus Lementass, formerly in Gratz's 
employ, was in the store Jan. 1 and saw the 
stock packed up and an invoice taken by 
Sbhackman. Wimam Giyckoff, Shackman’s 
bookkeeper, who also posted Gratz’s accounts, 
testified that he believed them te be 
worth 50 cents on the dollar and that ‘bis 
liabilities were about $25,000. He had paid 
$1,000 for Mr. Gratz to Herman Levi of Mu- 
waukee and $600 to Herman Snaffner, banker. 
The balance on the books showed the stock to 
be worth $19,000. M. L. Strasberger, Alex- 
ander Penover. and Wiiliam Smith, manufact- 
urers of jeweiry in New York, and N. P. Bar- 
ton of Providence, stated that they had sold 
Gratz bilis of goods varying from $450 to 
$1,200. The bills were stili due. This finished 
the evidence for the prosecution, and Jacob 
Reese, an employé of Shackman & Lowenbacb, 
took the stand. He said Gratz’s stock was 
worth from $10.000 to $12,000. R. N. Heller, a 
traveling man for the same firm, corroborated 

ese'’s statement, Sbackman again took the 
sfand. He badtaken an inventory of the stock 
in question Jan. 1, but refused to answer the 
inquiry of Mr. Thompson as to its value, 
because be wag afraid of making him- 
seif liable to pborh criminal and civil 
prosecution. He paid Gratz $8,000 for the 
stock, $3,000 cash and $5,000 in notes. The 
reason he gave for having bought Gratz out 
was because he saw a profit in so doing. 

After a long argument by the attorney for 
the defense the court gave its decision, saying 
that there was no reason in its mind why the 
case should not go to tne grand jury for in- 
vestigation. Gratz was accurdingly held in 
$2,500 bonds. 


A NICE POINT OF LAW.

EKITSON’S CASE. 
JUDGE PRENDERGAST HOLDS THAT THE 
. DRY-GOODS MAN NEED NOT TKLL CER- 

TAIN THINGS JUST NOW. 

Mr. Flower of the attorneys for the New 
York creditors of Samuel Kitsun, the North 
Clark street dry-goods dealer who went into 
business four months ago and is now in the 
hands of an assignee, appeared before the 
County Court yesterday. He moved before 
Judge Prendergast that Kitson be compelled 
to answer certain questions touching repre- 
sentauions of bis as to his resources at tho 
time he embarked in business—questions be 
had ref useꝗ to answer at the time cf his arrest 
on capias proceedings Wednesday. Kitson 
claimed to have a stock on hand worth $25,000 
and $500 in collectable claims against pur- 
chasers as his only assets, while bis liabilities 
were $14,000 to bis wife on confessed judg- 
ment and about $18,000 to various whole 
sale firms. This left a discrepancy of 
$7,000 in four months, to gay 
nothing of the $12,000 cash with 
which ne said he went into business. He suid 
be had $12,000 at the start; either he did or be 
did not, but on that representation be managed 
to get $22,000 worth of credit, and so be must 
have bad some assets. The judgment notes 
were entered up Saturday, the assignment 
made Monday, and the arrest on cupias 
Wednesday. Thursday prior to the entering 
up of the notes he took $2,500 frym the store 
and handed it to his wite. 

Mr. Bisbee appeared for Kitson, who was 
not n court. He said his client ought not to 
be compelled to answer questions which re- 
lated to a subject for which he was already 
under bail. Iu assignment proceedings a wan 
might be asked how much he had in the way of 
assets, where it was, now much capital he bad 
at the start, and who were his creditors; but 
to ask him if be made false represeatations in 
order to obtain credit could not be done at 
this stage. Everybody knew where this money 
was and where it came from, and there would 
bave been no objection to answer the questions 
as to whether he represented the $12,000 as his 
own or bis wife's if the capias proceedings had 
not been pushed. 

Mr. Hoffheimer of counsel for A. Eilinger 
said the principal desire was to get at the 
actual assets. His clients did not want to know 
what Kitson had at the time be went iuto busi- 
ness, but what be said be had. 

Judge Prendergast said: ‘The attorneys 
know whether he made representations and to 
whom be made them, and it will not add to 
your information suould it now be wrung trom 
bis own lips. This is not an inquisition, and to 
answer the questions might be harmful in the 
Capias proceedings.

A SOURROWING MUTHER. 


SHE 18 RELEASED FROM PRISON JUST IN 
TIME TO ATTEND THE FUNERAL OF HER 
HUSBAND AND CHILDREN. 

Maprson, Wis., Feb. 6.—{Special.j.--A very 
distressing incident in connection with the 
pardon of Mrs. Margaret Cooley and M:s. Re- 
becca Merritt, formerly of Baraboo, by Gov. 

The 
women were sentenced here to State Prison 
last May for two years for perjury committed 
in trying to clear a husband of one and a 
brother of the other woman of a charge of 
burglary.

Cooley and the three chi dren bad been burned 
10 death yesterday morning in weir house near 
McGregor, Ia., and asking the Governor to 
hasten his signature to the pardons 80 that the 
women could be released to attend the funeral 
of their dead. The pardons had been signed 
hut a sbort time delore the telegram was re- 
ceived. The conviction of the women created 
much spmpathy bere, which the distressing 
circumstances of their release increase.

In spite of the denials that the Chesapeake & 
Ohio is seriously disturbing east-bound freight 
rates and is taking away the bulk of the busi- 
ness from the regular poo! lines, the fuct is now 
established by undisputable proof that the 
Chesapeake & Ohio is playing bavoc with the 
east-bound business. Ata recent meetmg of 
the St. Louis Committee of East-Bound Freight 
Traffic it was shown that the daily shipments 
by that line were largely in excess of any of 
the Eastern roads, and that it has been carry- 
mg fully 60 per cent of the entire business to 
the séaboard during the last two weeks. At 
the present time the shipments ot corn aver- 
aged from fifteen to forty cars perday. The 
entire shipments of beer trom &t. Louis to 
Baltimore, Washington, New York, and other 
Eastern points, amounting to several cars duily, 
nad been transferred from tbe ail-rail nes; 
also a large proportion of the provisions, 
wool, and other miscellaneous business Was 
being forwarded by this route. Within the 
last few days 5 600 tierces of lard bad been 
contracted for export via New York. From 
reliable information there was no question of 
the fact that rates much lower than the regu- 
lar tarif—less the agreed differentials—had 
been made in Order to secure the business. It 
was the unanimous opinion of all those present 
at the meeting that unless measures could be 
adopted at once to correct this state of affairs 
serious trouble and a general demoralization 
of rates would be the natural result. The fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted and telegraphed 
to Commissioner Fina: 

Resolved, That the trunk lines be requested to 
make some definit arrangement with the Chesa- 
peake & Ohto Raiiway to govera business destined 
to Richmond, Newport News, Washington, Balti- } 
more, New York, and other Eastern points that will 
effect a strict maintenance of the present or such 
other difterential rates as may be agreed upon; 
also to arrange. if pose:bie, that daily statistics be 
furnished the Joint Agent showing their shipments, 
routes, ete. If an absolute and sutisficiory ar- 
rungement for the maintenance of rates and the 
agreed differentials cannot be consummated at 
once, the St. Louis lines are emphatic in their po- 
sition that in justice to their interests they should 
be aliowed to take such measures to protect them- 
selves as in their judgment May seem proper. 

This accounts for the secrecy with which the 
proceedings of the late meeting of the Eastern 
managers in this city were conducted, and also 
for the statement that the question of rates 
was not considered. It cao be stated upon 
good authority that the question of rates was 
considered, but that many of the most promi- 
nent roads emphatically declined to enter into 
any agreement for their maintenance so long 
as the competition by the Chesapeake & Obio 
as well as the cutting by some of the al- 
fiiiated” lines was allowed to exist. This ac 
counts for the conferences beid between the 
managers of the Vanderbilt lines and Commis- 
sioner Blanchard and the hasty departure of 
the latter for New York. He is to consult 
with Commissioner Fink and the trunk-line 
managers as to steps to be taken to prevent 
the diversion of traffic by the Chesapeake & 
Obio and some other lines engaged in cutting 
rates. it is learned that if the trunk lines do 
not at once find ways and means to rectify the 
evils complained of the Vanderbilt roads mean 
to commence active bostilities without further 
delay. 

The east-bound shipments from this city dur- 
ing the last week are uo more satisfactory than 
ior the previous weeks. While there is an in- 
crease in the shipments of Sour, grain, and 
provisions Of about 8.000 tons over the week 
previous, yet it is understood what it is due to 
cuttuag of rates by certain lines. As compared 
with the sbipmenta for the corres>oning week 
last year the showing is exceedingly bad; the 
total shipments thea amounted to 81,375 tons, 
showing a decreuse of 48,205 tous. The Balti- 
more and Philadeipbia lines again carried the 
great bulk of the trafiic.

THE GREAT DEBaTE, 


WHAT MR. GLADSTONE SAID RECENTLY IN 
THE BRITISH HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

From Mr. Gladstone's Specch—Sir: 1 am un- 
der the deep and solemn conviction that noth-

DAVID NERO’S ESCAPADES. 

The staid bu g of Glasgow has been en- 
Rtvssed for a week by the jescapades of David 
Nero, the negro preacher and adventurer who 
* in custody there. Nero, who hails from 
- Kansas City, Mo., is astounded and disgusted by 
the discovery that bis transactions bave been 
Publisbed in America through the agency of 
e Gabe News. He was frst apprised of this

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Wednesdar. The Glasgo-r police —ͤ—-— 
lated a vast mass of evidence against the pris- 
oner, and it is still coming. Many clergymen 
have voluntarily furnished details of Nero's 
preaching, and of hus collections, and other 
transactions. Papers iu the possession of the 
‘ce show that Nero first arrived in Scotland 
last June. He forthwith started preaching 
and publicly announced that he was the 
Principal of the Sumner College, Kansas City, 
Mo. The directors of that institution bad. he 
said, sent bim ona special mission to Europe 
to realize funds to equip an expedition to 
evangelize the natives of Southera Africa. He 
produced as credenticis certificates {rom the 
Presbytery of Missouri and from Prof. Robert- 
son, Secretary of the Sumner College. Nero 
began bis crusade in Glasgow, enlisting the 
sympathies of many pastors of churebes and 
Ohapeis, who freely opened their pulpits to 
bim. His preaching was fervid, flowery, and 
oot without a rude eloquence which was very 
effective. He always inveished against unholy 
cravings for filthy lucre, ana pointed out the 
delight of giving to the Lord's servants for 
the spreading of His word. By the collections 
Which invariably followed his sermons be real- 
ized several thousand pounds in Glasgow 
alone. Fiusbed with this success he widened 


bie field of operations and appeared success- 


ively in Edinburg, Liverpool, Manchester, 
Sunderland. London, and Paris. His Glasgow 
success Was repeated in all these places, and 
when be returned to America last October be 
must bave been possessed of a small fortune. 

Nero’s trip to America was probably for the 
purpose of jnovesting or secreting bis booty. 
It was only a fiying trip, and he was 
soon back in Gilesgow, where he was 
welcomed with open arms by pious cbureb- 
men, matrons, and maidens. During the whole 
time of his stay in Glasgow he kept a succes- 
sion of young and pretty white mistresses in 
snug private quarters in a suburb of Glasgow. 
The latest inmate of his Larem fied when Nero 
was arrested and is now being sought by the 
pohce. Although thus living in secret profi!- 
gacy Nero was admitted to excellent society 
circles in Glasgow, and positively became 
ibe rage among many dainty ~ young 
women and blooming matrons, on whom 
he frequently called iu the Gay- 
time. He thus became betrothed to 
three bighly respected women and with the full 
consent of their relatives. Each of these de- 
luded spinsters was solemnly promised that she 
would be married by Nero on the eve of his 
departure for Africa and would be taken thore 
to aid in evangelizing the natives. Among the 
papers seized by the police at Nero’s dovecote 
were reams of stationery, all bearing the im- 
print of Sumner College, and hundreds of 
amorous letters from girls and women in vari- 
ous towns. 

THE BALEANS. 

The Tory St. James’ Gazette wischievously 
comments on the reappearance in London of 
Mme. de Novikoff, the Russian Egeriaof Mr. 
Gladstone, which bas already been mentioned 
in these dispatches. Her motions are not witb- 
out diplomatic significance, and, as she is a 
notorious intriguante ior Greece, it is assumed 
that her present mission is pro-Hellenic. The 
Greeks are staggered by the cold shoulder 
turned to them by Giadstone. There is a story 
today that Russia has «instructed Baron de 
Staal, her Ambassador here, to propose an 
alliance between the Czar, Premier Gladstone. 
and the unspeakable Turk to quiet the whoie 
Eastern uproar, including the complaints of 
Servia and Greece. 


THE CZAR’S TURBULENT SUBJECTS. 
Meanwhile the Nibiiists in the Czar’s domin- 
ions are awaking to an activity unparalleled in 
recent years and the police are spurred on to 


phenomenal vigor. Accounts have just 
reached London the execution of four Ni- 
hilists in the del of Warsaw. A Polish 


student of noble blood was the first one 
haoged. He died shouting: Long live the so- 
cial revolution. Another of the condemned, 
aman named Bardowski, was taken with 
a fit on the scaffold and was strung up 
while writhing in convulsions. The last of the 
quartet was a stalwart shoemaker named Os- 
sowoski, who suffered terribly and was choked 
to death after a long struggle. 
TOTTERING FRANCE. 

The remark of anew English Minister, al- 
ready cited, about the tottering French Repub- 
lic, is excused by the actual situation at Paris. 
The beavy votein favor of the amnesty of 
criminals emphasizes the amazing proposition 
of Deputy Basly to legalize lynch law for mur- 
der. An ugly story comes from Saint Quentin 
—a town made historie as the scene of the tre- 
mendous deieat of the French by Philip of 
Spain in 1557—that starving workmen are in 
full revolt and bare been filiing the streets 
with barricades, and though torn down by the 
police they will probably be renewed, and 
across them blood will soon be ebed. Threats 
are hinted against the Orleans Princes. Ex- 
Premier Brisson, the man of September, reap- 
pears in the Legisiature proposing their ex- 
pulsion. This step indicates a decay. of the 
cunfidence of the KHepublican leaders in 
the popular support and correspondingly 
encourages the Royalists. There is rea- 
son to beheve that a marriage das 
been arranged between Crown-Prince Charles 
of Portugal, now visiting France, and a daugh- 
ter of the Comte de Paris, now in her löth 
year. This fact, together with the recent mar- 
riage of Princess Marie to Prince Waldemar of 
Denmark, shows the confidence felt in royalist 
circles in the future of the Orleans dynasty. 

A POLITICAL CRISIS IN ROME. 

There are rumors of a political crisis in 
Rome. Crispi, the leader of the Opposition, is 
making a desperate attack upon the foreign 
policy of Di Kobilant, as tending to make Italy 
subservient to the other Powers. Di 
‘Robilact, bowever, enjoys to the utmost 
the favor and confidence of the King. Hum- 
bert relies upon Di Robilant because he is a 
Pieamontese and loves the house of Savor. 
Be is only 42 years old. fe is a gallant soldier 
and lost an arm in service under Victor Em- 
manuel. He is quick, resolute, and business- 
like, and wasa great favorit at Vienna when 
Ambassador there. While occupying that posi- 
tion be married the Countess Aldringen, a 
member of the highest Catholic nobility. It 
was through his influence largely that the 
Austrian Court declined to receive Mr. Keiley 
as American Minister. Tne ground taken by him 
in that matter was that the rejection would be 
a vindication of Victor Emmanuel from the at- 
tacks made upon him in some of Mr. Keiley’s 
speeches. Di Robilant took a firm attitude in 
support of Bismarck and Salisbury in their 
recent note demanding Greek disarmament, 
and he has the resolute qualities to make a 
good fight against bis opponents in Parlia- 
ment. If he wins it is likely that he will soon 
succeed Depretis as Premier. 

BIMETALLISM. 

The strength of the support of bimetallism 
wili be shown to a certain extent Friday next, 
when Bismarck will ask the Landtag to pass 
the Alcohol Monopoly bill... He will need the 
help of the bimetailists to carry the measure 
and its failure to pass might be further proof 
of the bitterness of the struggie on this ques- 
tion. 

The London Times this week gives a place to 
the program of the German bimetallists e- 
ready cabled, indicating a remarkabie change 
iu the tactics of that paper on the silver con- 
troversy. An important meeting for the dis- 
cussion of bimetalltam will be held at Mar 
ebester Feb. 16.

THE GENERAL BUDGET FROM ABROAD. 
CLOUDS GATHERING THICKLY AROUND THE 
NEW MINISTRY—THE UNSATISFACTORY 

NATURE OF THE APPOINTMENTS. 
Lonpon, Feb. 6.—({Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
to The Tribune.}—Before the new Ministry 
bas actually met Parliament clouds gather 
thickiy over it. Neither by the Irish party nor 
by the country generally are the appointments 
deemed satisfactory. Earl Granville to the 
colonies is a wild piece of absurdity. The old 
woman did immense misch‘ef at the Foreign 
Oden and ts now turned loose to p'ay bavoe 
wita the colonies. His mind is filled with tre 
ditions of forty years ago that the colonies are 
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an inecumbrance. He knows nothing about 
them. Natural indolence will prevent him 
from paying due attention to the official duties. 
By cvlonists bere bis appointment is regarded 
with consternation. 

Kimberley, another of the old gang, who will 
not be shaken off, and who bitterly offended 
and estranged the colonies under Mr. Giad- 
stone's last Administration, now has India to 
play fast and loose with. He is utterly incom- 
petent for the post, and is obstinate, meddie- 
some, and stupid. A worse man could not be 
chosen. 

Sic William Harcourt as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer is supremely ridicuious. He has 
unbounded assurance, but no knowledge of 
trade or national finances, and no sympathy 
with the commercial classes. He is arrogant 
in demeanor, keeping everybody at arm’s 
length. 

Mr. Morley has been much puffed up by the 
press ring, but is an cntire stranger to public 
life, baving been brought into Parliament by 
Chamberlain, whom he obsequiousiy follows. 
He has courted the Irish party, but bis at- 
tacks upon religion give great offense to Arcb- 
bishop Walen and the priesthood. 

The nation considers these men sorry sub- 
stitutes for Lord Hartington, Sir Henry James, 
Mr. Jobn Bright, and the Duke of Argyll, all 


of whom are excluded from the present 


Cabinet. The Irish party also are 
more and more suspicious. They recollect 
the compact of six years ago, and how 
they were betrayed. Sir William Harcourt, 
the author of the severest Coercion bill known 
in this century, is doubtless quite ready at any 
time to :epeat the dose. Hitherto when the 
Liberals have recovered power they have soon 
turned round on their Iris allies. That was 
so in 1881 and 1882. The leaders now have only 
the security ofa ανππνν promises against such a 
recurrence. 
ISSUES AND SIDE ISSUBS. 

A passage in Mr. Gladstone's address, which 
bas not escaped attention, puts the preserva- 
tion of social order first on his list of great 
Irish questions the very thing done by the 
late Government. This looks like a vague 
threat of coercion. Another passage fore 
shadows an attempt to bang up the entire 
question of home rule for several months, and 
insists on preliminary examination and in- 
quiry, but makes no allusion to specific meas- 
ures. This confirms the conjecture that 
be intends to gain time enough to 
tide over the session with a royal 
commission which could spina yarns for 
weeks or months. Meantime an attempt will 
be made to settle the land agitation under the 
blief that, that disposed of, Mr. Paruell’s power 
will be gone, It is thought that Irieh laborers 
will withdraw from the Land League when 
they get all they want. This is the Giadsjonian 
scheme; but his mistake is in supposi the 
Parnellites don't see through it. They are not 
80 earily outwitted as were the poor and fool- 
ish Conservatives. Mr. Parnell wiil evidently 
insist on baving the home-rule question taken 
up first. He deciines any pledges of support 
untii Mr. Giadstone opens bis hand. 

There is much private bickering going on. 
Sugery professions are made, but Mesers. Par- 
nell, Sexton, McCarthy, Healy, and O Kelly are 
now equal ty Mr. Gladstone in parliamentary 
subtiety, and cannot be caught with biarncy or 
salt. English Radical papers warn them that 
their demands will de res sted by the Liberals 
and Conservatives, but Mr. Parnell can afford 
to laugh at these menaces. 

Another side issue, easily invented, is to let 
Mr. Parnell vote with tno Conservatives on aay 
financial, colonial, Indian, or other question, 
when over goes Mr. Giadstone’s bouse 
of cards. The Radicals are already 
trembling in their sboes, with good 
reason. The Parneilites cannot be hood- 
winked and win not ailow themselves to 
be shelved., They take an attitude of vigilant 
watcbfulness, not reposing entire confidence 
in either party. Mr. Giadatone will find his 
devices to outgeneral Mr. Parneli all useless. 
Then be must go on with home rule. 
Everything now depends on bow far he can 
get his party to follow bim. The Whigs are 
not formidable in numbers in the Lower 
House, and resistance of the Lords is of little 
consequence. Mr. Gladstone expects to lead 
the main Liberal body by degrees. When too 
far committed to retire they will find them- 
selvefin tace of seperation or a civil war. 
Lord Hartington, foreseeing this, for once 
kept his resolution to stand out. This will 
carry certuin weight in the House, but not 
enough to materially interfere with Mr. Giaa- 
stoue’s plans. 

DILE£’S FUTURE. 

Never was a man’s future trembling so 
doubtfully in the balance as Sir Cheries Dilke's. 
But for the Crawford divorce suit he would 
receive the appointment of Foreign Secretary 
—the ambition of his life. Even now, if be 
comes out all right, be will get the prize. Karl 
Kose bery will be transferred to the colonies 
and the mischicvous old Earl Granville will be 
shunted off with the Privy Seal. Sir Charles 
Dilke's friends pro!ess confidence in favorable 
judgment, but very different rumors prevail 


in bis own borough (Chelsea), which 
is decidedly against him, and it 
is doubtiul if he could secure 
areSlection. It has been observed in the 


House of Commons that Mr. Gladstone never 
speaks to Sir Charles Dilke, who site ina far 
corner of the Treasury benches, silent and 
downcast. His friends contend that Mrs. 
Crawford made the charge when not in her 
right mind, and that she is now prepared to 
swear thut it is allfaise. Her busband, how- 
ever, dec ines to take this view. Mr. Gladstone 
has been persuaded to keep the Foreign Office 
in view for tne accused, provided bis innocence 
is establiehed. Sir Charlies Dilke waits with 
great anxiety the result of this week's pro- 
ceedings to decide bis fate. 
GERMAN POLITICS. 

Bismarck may soon have a chance of mak- 
ing an experiment in expropriation. Eighty 
thousand or 90,000 hectares of land known as 
the Lubriencki estate are in the market. As 
this district strikingly exemplifies what the 
Chancellor calis ** Polonization of Prussia, he 
will bardly resist the temptation of asking the 
Government to buy the estate. 

The members of the Austrian-German Club 
of Vienna threatgned to secede from the Na- 
tional Club in cofisequence of the action of the 
latter club in signing a memorial to Prince Bis- 
marck expressing sympathy with his Polish 
policy without obtaining mutual consent, as 
required by the articles of the association on 
all political action. The National Club has 
now decided not to send the address to Prince 
Bismarck. The Polish question is creating a 
great stir throughout the Austrian Empire. 
The Emperor and Empress paid marked aiten- 
tion to Polish guests at the recent court ball. 
The Poles contemplate making a demonstration 
on the occasion of the coming ball. 

Hostility to the Spirit-Monopoly bill is as 
fierce as ever. This latest outcome of Bie- 
marckian statesmanship has, however, found 
one admirer in a bysteriec Hessian, who, writ- 
ing to an obscure per.odical, exclaims: 

Hold fast, your Highness! God reward you for 
every soul your Brandy bill shall snatch from the 
jaws of the brandy fend! 

The Cologne Gazette denounces that Hessian 
as a rept le.“ It is rumored that the bill will 
be withdrawn from the Reichstag, the Govern- 
ment being unabie to face the universal oppo- 
sition to the mensure. Over 400 petitions have 
been presented against the bill. It is thoughrt, 
however, that Bis narck will persist in bis at- 
tempt to carry the measure through the 
Landtag. 

Herr von Schultz, the Prussian Minister of 
Finance, replying to Herr Wolff, Conservative, 
stated that the Government had abandoned its 
reform measures baving for their object d- 
rect taxation owing to the opposition of a ma- 
jority of the membersof the Landtag. He 
added that. in consequence of this opposition, 
the Government would be forced bo have re- 
course to indirect taxation. 

Dr. Windthorst, leader of the Clericals, will 
raise a question as to the continued closing of 
the Catholic seminaries, the recent necotia- 
tions with the Vatican having failed to procure 
their reopeomg. The Catbolic press, comment- 
ing upon tbis fact. declares that the Kultur- 
kampt is not yet dead.

THE EGYPTIAN BUDGET. 

Moukhtar Pasba, the Turkisd Commissioner 
to Egypt, bas submitted the Egyptiau budget. 
It calls for the sum of $84,000 on account of 
Egypt's share of the expense of maintaining 
the army of occupation and for $33,500 on ac- 
count of the gendurmerie and police. Moukh - 
tar Pasba, in submitting the budget, expresses 
the hope that England will relieve Egypt of the 
expense of the army of occupadon. 


ANOTHER REVITW. 

A CORRESPONDENT WHO PROFESSES CON- 
SIDERABLE SATISFACTION WITH THE NEW 
MEN AT THE ENGLISH HELM. 

LonpDon, Feb. 6.—{Speciui Cable Dispatch to 
The Tribune.}—The reports of weakuess in the 
new Cabinet are only to be found in the Tory 
papers. Signs of its popularity and strength 
are to be found everywhere diese in the un- 
precedented enthustasm of the crowds which 
greeted Mr. Giadstone at moss stations on the 
way to Osborne, through a section of country 
which prior to the last election was bitterly 
Tory, wulle Lord Salisbery Was euffered to 
pass in moody silence; in the bright promise 
that such Ministers as will be opposed at all 
will be returned at next week's elections 
with doubled and trebled majorities, and, 
most of all, in the private confessions which 
one everywhere bears that the new Ministry 
is a vast improvement on any which Mr. 
Gladstone bas previousiy beaded. Working 
masses in the Libefal party are in a tremor of 
nervous delight at the discovery how easy really 
it was to exorcise the Whigs when once it was 
resolutely attempted, and bow insignificant is 
the hole which their absence makes. Of the 
four Whigs who remain Lord Granville is toler- 
abie to the party because be is indispensable 
as a polished leader in the Lords, and more 
so because it is tacitly understood that 
be will be slipped into the Privy Seal as soon 
as Sir Charles Dilze is ready to enter the Cab- 
inet. The Earl of Kimberley's appointment 
provokes wry faces. Lord Spencer seems to 
bave been transfurmed by his experience in 
Dublia, and the Radicals are more than balf- 
disposed to claim bim for weir oon. While 
as for the fourth Whig, Sir William Harcourt, 
he is now, as be always bas been, the high 
priest of the Cult of the Jumping Cat.“ Re- 
garding the Whigs wbo have seceded or who 
stand aloof sulking, the tomper of the party is 
that they may go bang themselves. The motto 
of the day is young men to the front. 

The most striking figure in the new Cabinet 
is John Morley. who is not a juvenile in years, 
to be sure, but he is young in Parliament, and 
the fact that be jumped into a position of chef 
responsibility and trial without previous offi- 
cial experience has startied all English preju- 
dices, which favor routine; bet now that the 
English are getting accustomed to the idea 
they rather like it. Lord Rosebery climbed 
up by a more reguiar path, and 
the chorus of praise from Berlin, Paris, 
and Vienna with which bis Sppointment is 
greeted is gratifying to the nadonai pride. 
though there is an uneasy feeling among some 
Radicals, one of whose precepts ie that an Eu- 
giish Foreign Minister ought to be hated and 
feared in every Capital of Europe. 

The third notable young man is the Eari of 
Aberdeen, the Irish Viceroy, who, although 
notin tne Cabinet, is more discussed tonight 
than any ol the fourteen. He is not well 
known in London, but he is said to be ex- 
tremely abie, weathy, and devout. He has 
democratic convictions, 

Sir Wiliam Harcourt was pitobforked into 
the Exchequer Chancollorsbip because be was 
too much afraid of the dynamiters to returu 
to the home office and the city refused point 
blauk to bave Mr. Coamberiaiu for Chancellor. 

The legal appointments are immensely popu- 
iar. Sir F. Herschell, who is of remote Jewish 
extraction, is the firat of the race and likewise 
among the youngest men who ever sat on the 
woolsack. 


THE QUEEN. 


The Queen comes out of the crisis with less 
credit than ever. Not even the Tories have a 
wood word for her weddling in the matter, and 
they privately ascribe their own ingiorious 
stumbie out of office to their misplaced confi- 
dence in her professed ability to get Lord Har- 
tington to undertake the Premiership. Now it 
ie generally known that she did not try to torce 
bim to do this, and said in wrath things 
about Mr. Gladstone even sharper than 
those I reported a fortnight ago. This 
might have been excusable in the eyes of 
the Tories if they bad succeeded, but its 
ignominious failure mortifies and enrages 
them. There is a general disgust at the repe- 
tition ot her tactics of last summer, when she 
compelied the Ministers of both sides to make 
the journey to Balmoral in order to see her. 
Now she has forced both Lord Salisbury and 
Mr. Gladstone to travel to Osborne, thus cross- 
ing water which is always unpleasant at this 
season, instead of coming herseif to Windsor 
or Buckingham. Inthe present public tem- 
per she would, I fear, be roughly hooted in 
London if she were to appear again in state on 
the street. 

DAVITT AND MORLEY.

THE EASTERN QUESTION. 

After fluctuating curiousiy during the week, 
the situation in the Baikans seems again to be 
extremely threatening. It is at last permanent- 
ly plain that Russia bas been beaten and that 
England is victorious in the struggle for the 
control of the Buigarian policy, which has been 
the real strife ali along. Apparentiy the shifty 
Suitan was tied to a settlement bond of seit- 
preservation too strongiy to breakaway. He 
bas affirmed the practical union of the two 
Bulgarias, and in turn has a guarantee that the 
whole Bulgarian army shall fight under Turkish 
officers whenever the Ottoman Empire is as- 
sailed. This shuts Kussian officers absolutely 
ouvof Bulgaria and destroys the chance of 
Russia regaiping even a modicum of her once 
paramount influence.

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Will This Morning Resign His Pul-

And Will Attach Himself to the Epis- 
copalian Church — An Unex- 
pected Move. 


His Reasons for the Change as Explained 
by Himself—His Record Here and 
6 Elsewhere, 


The Rev. Thomas R. Green will this morn- 
ing resign the pastorate of the Bighth Presby- 
terian Church, situated at the corner of Wasb- 
ington boulevard and Robey street, to enter 
the Episcopalian Church. To the greater por- 
tion of the congregation worshiping at the 
Eighth Church Mr. Green's resignation will be 
a matter ot great surprise, he having consulted 
but a few of its officials relative to his course. 
He has been considered one of the rising 
lights of Presbyterianism among the younger 
preachers of that denomination in the city, and 
his determination to leave their ranks will 
probably cause no less surprise than it will 
among the aged deacons and elders who are 
the pillars of Calvinism under bis charge. 

Speaking of his resignation last evening Mr. 
Green said: For several years I bave deen 
very strongly led in the direction of what is 
known as the Episcopal Church. It is no 
new or sudden determination, and I do not 
think will be at all a surprise to my con- 
gregation or to my brethren of the Presbyte- 
rian ministry. It is not based either upon my 
liking for a ritualistic service, although the 
orderly and dignified obaracter of the prayer- 
book service and the fact that the people 
havea part in both prayer and praise have 
always seemed very fitting and proper. My 
more cogent reason has arisen from what I bave 
tried to make careful, historical, and Scriptura! 
study. Idislike denomina Honalism, and can 
see but a single chance for single unity, and 
that in a return to the doctrinal symbols and 
tbe tergic obeervances of the apostolic church. 
I think I find these most fully deveioped, or at 
least attempted, in what is known as the 
Episcopal Church. 

My relations with the Bighth Church have 
been to me very pleasant, and I shall leave 
many warm personal friends among both offi- 
cers and members, but feeling as I do I cannot 
but think that my duty is plain, and fear that 
unconscious tendency in my words or actions 
might give offense to the convictions of some 
whom I would not willmgly offend." 

It was much due to his reason, be after- 
wards remarked, that he had taken this step 
now instead of postponing it longer. Believing 
us he did be could not conscientiously oocupy 
the pulpit of a denomination where be might be 
unconsciously led to breach his own views, 
and the manly course he believed for bim was 
to cease bis connection with it. 

“I bave no pians for the future,” de con- 
tinued. “The Bishop is out of the city and 
will not return for sometime. I sball simply 
offer myself to him on bis return and do as he 
directs.” 

Mr. Greene came to Chicago about three 
and a halt years ago after a very successful 
pastorate of over two yeurs at Sparta, over a 
large and tbriving Scoteh congregation in 
Southern Illinois. This was bis first charge of 
any importance, although he was at Mount 
Carmel for two years a ter leaving the Princeton 
Theological Sewinary in 1879. Prior to auend- 
lug Princeton be graduated from McKendrick 
College. His call to the Eighth Church wae 
unanimous, and to it bis ministruvons in this 
city have been confined. The work began at 
onee to grow, especially the evening service 
and the work among the young people, who 
soon crowded the church to its utmost capaci- 
ty, so that during last summer a gallcory was 
built arouni the suditorium, and this, Sunday 
evenings, is fully occupied. The type of bis 
preaching has been fami far and practical rath- 
ertban theoretical and dogmatic. The mem- 
bership of the church bas largely Mcreased, 
until it bas reached about 700, 250 having come 
in during Mr. Greene's ministration.

Two 
hundred and fifty men and boys are thrown 
out of employment. 

LarayettTe, Ind., Feb. 6.—[Special.|—Fire 
about midnight at Stockwell, a small town 
fourteen miles from Lafayette, destroyed the 
grocery-store of J. A. Keobey; loss, $500; in- 
sured in Farmers’ of York, Pa. L W. Ruyer & 
Co., general country store; loss, $1,500; in- 
sured, $1,000 each in Hartford of Coonectiout 
and Springfield Fire & Marine. Mitchell & Jay, 
druggists; loss, $1,700; insured for $2,000 in 
Home, New Tork. Mrs. Hannah Cole loses 
$1,000 on building; no insurance. Three at- 
tempts were made to fire the Wells Block. but 
the flames were extinguished. The fire de- 
stroyed the best business portion of the town. 

New York, Feb. 6.—The new synagog of the 
Congregation B’na: Jeshuran, on Madison av- 
enue near Sixty-fifth street, caught fire from 
an overheated furnace in the basement at 9 
o’ciock this morning, at the hour when the 
doors were opened to admit the congregation 
for the Sabbath service. The rabbi, Dr. 
Henry 8. Jacobs, while putting on his robes 
discovered tue fire, and so quick was its prog- 
ress tnat the sacred scrolls and ark bad to be 


abanaoned to their fate. A general alarm call 


summoned the entire availavie force of re- 
men and the fire was quickly extinguished. It 
did 85.000 damage to the building and furnt 
ture. Some of the valuable records of the con- 
gregation, which is the second oldest in New 
York, and only last month moved up-town 
from its old temple on West Thirty-first street, 
were lost. Had the fire occurred half an hour 
later disastrous loss of life must have resul,ed, 
as the church was filled with smoke in an in- 
stant. 

Graxp Raprps, Mich., Feb. 6.—The fire at 
the Grand Rapids & Indiana car-sbops was con- 
fined to the buildings mentioned last night. 
The loss to the railroad company is estimated 
at $22,400, with an insurance of $11,000. A 
Woodruff sleeper was burned, valued at $13,- 
000. The work of rebuilding the shops wil! be- 
gin immediately. Twenty-five men are thrown 
out of work temporarily. 
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Wasntworox, D. C., Feb. 6.—The House 
Committee on Public Lands today agreed to re- 
port favorabiy a bili to forfeit the Southern 
Pacific land grant, except the right of way 
through the pubiic lands, and all necessary 
land for station buildings, depots, machine- 
shops, side-tracks, all lands included within 
the limits of any village, town, or city site, 
and any lanas sold by the failroad company 
and in the possession of actual settlers to an 
amount exceeding 160 acres. The question 
of forfeiting the Northern Pacific land grant 
was consi dered, but no action was taken. 

The committee bas decided to bear no fur- 
ther argument in land grant forfeiture cases, 
and ali who desire to communicate with the 
committee on land grant matters must do so 
by brief filed with the clerk of the committee. 
Next Wednesday morning counse! for the Union 
Pacific and Central Pacific Railroads will have 
a hearing before Assistant Secretary Jenks of 
the Interior De >artment with reference to the 


payment to the Government of the percentage 
fixed by the Thurman act. Contracts on file 
with the Commissioner of Raliroads go 
to show that certain contracts are in 
force between the Union Pacific Rail- 
way Company, the Central Pacific Rallway 
Company, and the Pacific Steamship Company, 
Guring the currency of which the railroad 
companies have paid to the steamship com- 
pany something over $8,200,000 as a considera- 
tion for the diversion of freight and nger 
business over these roads. Under the acts of 
1862 and 1878 the Government is entitied to 25 
per cent of the net earnings of these roads. 
The question which the Government seeks to 
settle is whether the railroads should not bave 
included the $3,200,000 in their statement of 
net rec2ipts. If this be so, the railroad com- 
panies owe the Government on this account 
about $828, 000. 

The Viticuitural Association of California 
held the second of its series of meetings this 
afternoon, at which samples of the varions na- 
tive wines wero exhibited by Commissioner 
Wetmore. Messrs. George E. Demey, C. C. 
Fresh, and F. N. Curtis of W. T. Coleman & 
Co., the committee appointed at the recent 
meeting of wine-growers held in New York 
City, were present, and advocated the general 
views of the association. At the evening ses- 
sion an address was delivered by Mr. Wetmore 
on the present and possible future influence of 
National laws upon the viticultural indus- 
tries of the country. Mr. Wetmore 
cailed upon President Cleveland today, 
who expressed pleasure at meeting a repre- 
sentative of the wine-growers, and remarked 
that he wisbed to know more about the indus- 
try, as he was of the opinion that if the people 
bad more pure wine to drink and its use be- 
came popular it would be better for them than 
using some other things, whien he did not 
specify. He expressed also bis desire te take 
an interest in the proposed cou vention of wine- 
growers to be beld bere in May. Mr. Wetmore 
presented some samples of raisins of Califor- 
nia production, whicao the Presideat coosidered 
very fine, and remarked that be hai not real- 
ized how much success had been achieved in 
this direction. 

The operation of paracen thoracis—an 
exceedingly delicate operation in surgery—was 
successfully performed on Senator Muller of 
California last evening.

THE BROOKLYN WAR MONUMENT. 

The model for the great monument ordered 
by the City of Brooklyn to commemorate the 
wars ot we United States bas just been com- 
pleted by J. C. A. Ward, the sculptor, at bis 
studio in this ety, and will be placed on exhi- 
bition in Brookirn wext Monday. It is to be 
the most elaborate and expensive soldiers’ 
monument erected ia thiscountry. It consists 
of a centre circular shaft,. crowned with a 
group of three figures representing the Angel 
ot Peace separating the combatants—two sol- 
diers. This is spirited and full ot life. The 
upper drum of the enaft is encirc ea 
with bessi relievi, typical of the arts, 
sciences, education, history, agriculture, cow- 
merce, ete. At the base of the shaft there are 
four abutting pedestals crowned with eques- 
trian statues of "Washington, Jackson, Scott, 
and Grant, the great Generals of tne Revolu- 
tion, the War of 1812, the Mexican War, and the 
Rebellion. The lower drum of the sbait, back 
of the Generals, contains the names of the 
famous battles. The base of the shaft between 
the pedestuis will consist of a bas relief five 
fect nich, telling the story of the Civil War, 
with scenes showing the rally to arms, de- 
parture of volunteers, women's bospital 
work, the sanitary service, emancipation, 
and the battie ot the Merrimac and Mons 
tor. At the bottom of the upper bas relief 
and the front of the sbaft above the figure 
of Grant, and facing the west and the city of 
Brookiy u, are the words in colossal sse: Let 
Us Have peace, Beneath the statue of 
Wasbington are the words, “To Those Who 
Founded; beneath Jackson, To Those Who 
Defended;” beneath Scott, “To Those Who 
Extended, and beneath Grant, To Those 
Who Preserved.“ A circular platform 120 feet 
in diameter is at the foot of the shait. Tois is 
reached from the ground by four flichis of 
steps, one for each quarter. Between the 
steps are pedestais, four in all, with life-size 
bronze figures representing infantry, artillery, 
cavairy, and marine men. There are outposts or 
pickets for the main monument. The monument 
will be of granit and bronze end will be placed 
on the plaza at Prospect Park. and so located 
that the steps to tne platform will face N.nth, 
Fiaibush, and Lafayette avenues, and the en- 
trance to the park. Jackson faces the park, 
and Wasbington and Scott are on either side of 
Grant. The whole structure wil be eignty 
feet high, and will cost from a quarter toa 
half million of dollars. 1 


GEORGE LORILLARD’S WILL. 

The will of George L. Lorillard, the famous 
turfman, who died at Nice, France, several 
days ago, was filed for probate today in the 
Surrogate’s Court. By its provisions James 
Kennedy of Istip, L. I., a former ewployé of 
the deceased, is left $5,000. All the residue of 
his estate is given to his widow. In case of 
her death before the testator, the residue was 
to bave gone to her two daughters, Marie 
Louise Wright and Caroline Frances Wright, in 
the proportion of two-thirds to the former and 
one-third to the latter. The will is dated New 
York, Nor. 24, 1885. 

Mr. Lorillard's estate was valued at about 
$2,000, 000. 

AN UNUSAL CHURCH SERVICE. 

There was the unusual spectacle for a Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church of the hig ecelebra- 
tion of a requiem mass in the little Church of 
St. Mary the Virgin, on West Twenty-fourth 
street, early this morning—ibe rector, the Kev. 
T. McKee Brown, officiating. The occasivn 
was the memoriai service of the former assist- 
ant rector, the Rev. McWalter Bernard Noyes, 
who died at Rome, italy, Dec. 6, 1885, The re- 
qvuiem was in many respects the same as 
that used in the Roman Catheiic Church. 
Incense was offered and tne beils were rung a6 
in the Roman manner, and at the communion 
Father Brown alone received the bread and the 
wine, and afterward took the absoiutions or 
wuter with which the chalice had been cieansed 
by the sub-deacon. The office ended Father 
Brown. in cassock, surplice, and stole, entered 
the pulpit and delivered the oration. He ear- 
nestiy prayed that God would give to the soul 
of the deceased eternai rest. The sermon 
concluded, Father Brown was vested in 
a cope of black veivet, richly ornamented with 
silver fringe, and, attended by the sub-deacon, 
who bore the processional cross, agd the dea- 
cou carrying the book, went to the catafaique 
in the middie of the choir and on each side of 
which were toree tall wax tapers lighted. Fa- 
ther Brown sang: “The Lord Have Mercy 
Upon Us,“ which was repeated by the choir, 
after which be intoned me words, “Our Fu- 
ther,” and then incensed the catafalque in the 
same manner aa in the Roman Catno.ic Church, 
with the exveption that the blessed water 
was not used, The prayers were then sung by 
Father Brown and bore a striking resewbiance 
to the prayers touod in any Cacholie prayer- 
book. At various parts of the service many 
of the congregauon crossed themselves.

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Feb. 6,—[Special,]—The 
sehooner Maud M. Story, engaged in Grand 
Bank halibut fishing, saiied from this port Dec. 
12 and wasspoken before the great gale of 
Christmas. Since that time nothmg has been 
heard from her, and her owners bave given up 
all hopes of ever seeing ber again. She carried 
a crew of fourteen men. She was built at Bath, 
Me., in 1882. and was of seventy-five tons bur- 
den, owned by T. Langsford & Son, and insured 
in the Gloucester Mutual Fishing Tesurance 
Company for $5,328 on the vessel and $1,000 on 
the outfits, 

A total of fifty men engaged in the fisheries 
have been lost from this port since Christmas. 
The British schooner Neskieetra of Lockport, 
N. 8., Capt. Cornelius Thornbora of Shelburne, 
N. S., satied trom this port Nov. 9 on a halibut 
voyage to Grand Banks, and refitted at Hali- 
fax. She was spvken just before the great 
gale of December, and since then nothing has 
been heard trom her, and foars are entertained 
for her safety.

nearly sufficient to protect the cily, and asks 
that the District Commies oners be authorized 
to expend a sufficient sum from tue emergency 
tund to cleur the river. Accompanying the 
petition isa resolumon authorizing the ex- 
penditure. The men bearing the petiuon de- 
clared that the river was in a woree condition 
than tney bad ever seen it, and that sometome 
must be done at once or the oss of property 
would do immense. Near Fort Washington 
and just below Alexancria there is an 
ice-block, and the river all the 
way up is choked with ice and 
snow. The last snowtal’, on top of 
the gorge, bas made the situation critical and 
rendered entirely ineffectual the work thus far 
done by the c.tizens; At the equeduct there 
are places where the weight of ice and snow 
has piled up until the gorge extends to the bot- 
tom of the river. The damage that would be 
done to Government property by the flood 
would tar exceed the cost of it. 
The machinery and ali the work on the flats 
would be greatly damaged and there would be 
scarcely a merchant in ike commercial 
of the city who would not wmdividuaily lose 
more than it would gost to clear the river of 
ice now.

Shrewa politicians deciar declare that they already 
detect the hana of Peter B. Sweeny manipu- 
latnz local polities. They predict that his in- 
fluence will be plainly shown next fall in the 
State and County Conventions. His reported 
interviews abont the city and county debt 
have attracted much political attentién. No 
man is more familiar with the subject and no 
man could use his knowledge with more polit- 
ical effect. Mr. Sweeny has all the shrewdness 
and power of effecting combinations that Thur- 
low Weed possessed, with far greater skill in 
concealing his identity. Indeed, Mr. Weed 
and Mr. Sweeny thorougtly understood each 
other and were on the best of terms. Weed 
bad perfect confidence in Mr. Sweeny, and 
they inva:iably worked together regardless of 
politics where the interests of mutual personal 
friends were at stake. It was Mr. Sweeny 
who really secured the appointment and con- 
firmation of Rufus F. Andrews as Surveyor of 
the Port of New York under President Lincoln. 
Two days before the appointment he visited 
Weed at the Astor House, and together the 
two crafty leaders manipulated the wires that 
proved so effective in Washington. One of the 
oldest and most experienced men in Tammany 
Hall assures me that John Kelly during bis 
long leadership of that faction was more or 
less under the influence of Mr. Sweeny, al- 
though the latter was an exile in Paris. As 
evidence of this be poluts to the fact that 
Keliy was originally a political protégé of 
Mr. Sweeny. It was trough the influence 
of Mr. Sweeny and Job: Clancy that 
Mr. Kelly was first nominated for Alderman. 
It is said that be was really defeaied, out, with 
the readiness characterizing politica! enginecr- 
ing at that time, be was counted in by order of 
the leaders. My informant tells me Le was 
present when the vote was changed in the ola 
“Ivy Green” in Bim street. The same in- 
fluence a‘terwards elected Mr. Kelly to Cou- 
gress. While there be sedured control of ap- 
pointments in the navy-yard and custom- 
bouse, and turned them over to bis sponsors. 
It gave them immense political power and ma- 
terially aided Mr. Sweeny in securing the con- 
trol of the party in the city and county. It 
was through Mr. Sweeny'’s influence tnat Mr. 
Kelly was afterwards nominated for Sperif. 
ana it was Mr. Sweeny who controlied the 
patronage of the office after Mr. Kelly was 
elected. 

Tweed rushed to his downfall, despite the 
protestauons of his astute political associates. 
Flusbhed with his success in defeating the bolt 
of the Young Democracy of the city, he took 
the bit in bis mouth, and, disregarding the ad- 
vice of Mr. Sweeny, went over the precipice. 
A year later he was in juil and Mr. Sweeny 
was in exile. At that time Mr. Keliy was in 
Europe. He frequently visited his old friend, 
and undoubtedly absorbed much advice. Ger- 
tain it is that be returned to New York and 
seized the reins of power in Tammany Hail. 
Reposing the utmost confidence iu bis honesty, 
Tilaen and other Democrats prominent in 
breaking the Tweed ring gave him their bearty 
support. His first move was to punish Swee- 
ny’s enemies. Morrissey, Fox, O’Brien, Nor- 
ton, Murpby, Creamer, and others were bun- 
died out of Tammany Hall, one after the 
other. enet was run down and sent 
to the penitentiary. Mr. Sweeny's 
personal ‘friends were befriended by the 
organization, and finally the great fight against 
Samuel J. Tilden was opened. Gov. Kobinson 
was sent to bis political grave and drew after 
him the Demvucratic candidate for the Presi- 
dency. Meantime Mr. Sweeny returned to 
New York. The civil suits against bim were 
withdrawn, it is averred, at the instance of bis 
old friend. Sweeny returned to Europe a year 
or more afterwards, where be is said to bave 
still acted as the confidential adviser of Mr. 
Kelly. When Cleveland was nominated, as is 
well known, Mr. Keily left the convention and 
hesitated a long time before deciding to sup- 
port the ticket. His mind was not made up 
until be bad more than ample time to hear 
from Mr. Sweeny. By bis following Peter's 
advice to the letter a Democratic Nationa! 
Administration was secured. It was se- 


cured only by Tammary’s standing 
solid in ue. A treachery in a single 
Assembly district would have made 


Biaine President. What has followed is well 
known. Physical ailments disabled Mr. Kelly 
as a leader. He was no longer susceptible to 
the influence of Mr. Sweeny and could no 
longer carry out Sweeny’s plans in political 
campaigns. The time seemed to be ripe for 
the old leader's return, and he is again on bis 
native beath, as sapient and silent as ever. 
Whether he will mountto real power again and 
become the invisible monarch bebind tne 
throne time may determine. He remains at 
the house of bis brother-in-law and apparentiy 
takes nointerest in political matters. Indeed, 
he is rarely, if ever, scen upon the streets. 
Some of the shrewdest political veterans, bow- 
ever, frequentiy dine with him, and speak in 
hushed tones of His marvelous abilities.

Addison Cammack is always quick to run 
when be doesn’t feel sure of bis ground, and in 
one day this week be covered 60,000 shares of 
various stocks. He is usually interested on the 
same side of the market as Baron W oerisboffer, 
but the Baron changed front late last week and 


closed most of his shorts. Two great bear 


traders have therefore taken water and gone 


into winter quarters. The story in Wall street 


was that Baron Woerisboffer applied the 
km process to bis usual ally, Mr. Cam- 
mack, buying freely himself and selling to 
“Old Cam at an advance of several points 
each time. This didu’t last long, bowever, 
if it ever ocourred. Biuff Prince Gammack 
bastened to get on the sunny side of the 
barn to bask in the genial rays of bulk“ pros 
perity. Addison Cammack, by the way, is one 
of the shrewdest operators in Wall street. He 
18 a natural pessimist, however, and rather too 
apt to take the bear side. He has at times iost 
heavily in what be calls “testing the market 
—as much as a miilion in one year, | Dave 
beard—but today he is worth $7,000,000 and is 
a recognized power in Wall street. Gray-eyed, 
heavy-featured, broad-sbouldered, tail, and 
massively built, with a resolute jaw, often 
abrupt to crustiness in bis 
ise a favorit topie of conversation 
among Wall street men as they puff their 
Reina Victorias or clink their champagne 
giasses in Delmonico’s or rattle up-town in 
coupés of black-and-ian or more elegant pure 
black after an unsuccessful dav in the board- 
room. He ts often seen at the Windsor Hotel. 
the nightly resort of Wall street brokers. There 
it is seen that be dresses expensively but piaia- 
ly, as becomes his 568 years. He usually car- 
ries a stout wailking-stick, and ve on 4 up and 
down the lobby as upon a quarter-deck and he 
a pirate of Penzance. It is fair to say of bim. 
bowever, that such a title could never be in 
any sense more than a SGumorous one in rec- 
ognition of bis sailor-like bluffness of speech. 
The report that he was once in the slave 
trade is a mistake, though he was 
once, it is understood, part owner in a biock- 
ade- runner. He sold his interest in it, 
went to London, came back to this country, 
was pardoned by President Jobuson, then en- 
gaged in the siquor business, later was asso- 
ciated with “Chariie” Osborn as a Stock- 
broker, made a tortune, and then, severing his 
connection with Mr. Osborn, became a suc- 
cessful operator on bis own account. He is a 
member of the Stock Exchange, but is seldom 
seon there. Many persons unfamiliar with the 
ways of financiers suppose that such men as 
Jay Gould. Russell Sage, Sidney Dillon, C. P. 
Huntington, and William H. Vanderbilt, when 
he was alive, might be seen at any time on the 
Stock Exchange. Of course, others know that 
they are never seen there, though of the per- 
sons named Russeil Sage and Collis P. Hunt- 
maton, the terror of Jay Gould, are both mem- 
rs. 

But, to return to Addison Cammack. As he 
paces up and down the marbie floor of the 
Windsor lobby between the brouze pillars he 
talks rapidly and constantly about the devel- 
opments of the day in Wall street. He has a 
confirmed habit of reiteration; be will often 
repeat aremark two or three times, adding 
almost invariably the Sioux-like iaterrogation, 
*Hun?” He is often gruff in the extreme, 
but bis friends consider bim a Kohlnoor ia an 
— i 2 state. One of them once said to 

Im: 

‘*I see, Mr. Cammack, that you are called the 
Mephistopheles of Wali street.” 

**Why sor growied the financial veteran. 

Because you raise Hades down thore, was 
the reply, which I here soften a littie. 

„Well,“ said the speculative chieftain, It 
they mean by that title that I do as 1 please, 
they re right, and I don't carea tinker’s cuss 
what they call me.” 

He used to stop at the Windsor, but now he 
isatthe Langham, a few biocks further up 
Fiftn avenue. The Langham, by the way, is 
the old Restell mansion renovaied. It was 
there, it will be remembered, that the noto- 
rious Mme. Restell committed suicide by cut- 
ting der throat, after the law had fast 
ened its clutch upon her. While Mr. 
Cammack stopped at the Windsor be was reg- 
ularly shaved by a certain barber there, who 
was as attentive as an Oriental slave in bis 
tonsorial ministrations. When the barber had 
a chance to buy a sbop and start in business 
on bis own account Mr. Cammack, such is the 
liberality of the man, let him bave $2,500. This 
was generous, but it is not surprising in a man 
who, it is well known, once lent Jay Gould 
$2,000,000 without so much as a scrap of paper 
as security. He is sometimes a bear at che 
wrong time, as he was recently, but in the 
panic of 1873 he made $1,500,000 on the short 
side. and the great decline of later years 
brought $2,000,000 more to his coffers. 

The barber story about Mr. Cammack recalls 
a somewbat similar one about that plumed 
knight of Wall street whom I bope to see again 
enter the lists for a victorious tourney—James 
R. Keene. One day, when in the zenith of bis 
financial power, be burriedly bailed a rickety- 
looking coupé, more intent on getiing up-town 
quick thar on going in style. The man was 
shrewd and attentive and plevsed the large- 
hearted speculator. Mr. Keene became a 
steady patron, and one day dumfounded the 
cabman by presenting him with a handsome 
new coupé and a fine, strong horse. The act was 
characteristic of Mr. Keene. 

There is nothing more said about sales of 
stocks for the estate of the late D. P. Morgan. 
One who knew bim well saidto me the other 
day: 1 don’t know e#actiy how much Nortb- 
west Mr. Morgan left, but it bas been placed as 
high as 30,000 shares. He also owned some 
Oregon Transcontinental at the time of bis 
death. Ithink that the value of his estate has 
since bis decease increased $200,000. 

The obituary notices of D. P. Morgan were 
meagre, and yet be was one of Wall street's 
interesting characters. In one respect he was 
exactly the opposit of Mn Cammack; that 
is, he was alwars inclined to be on the 
bull side. He jumped quickly, however, 
from one side of the market to the other; he 
ran like a deer when be found he was on the 
wrong side of the fence. He bad a wonder- 
fully tenacious memory; be could remember 
stock figures as Henry J. Raymond could elec 
tion statistice.

THIS WEEK’S MEETING OF THE NATIONAL 
TROTTING ASSOCIATION. 

By far the most important turf meeting that 
has been held in Chicago for some time will be 
that of the National Trotting Association, 
which convenes at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
next Wednesday afternoon. In the association 
are embraved 248 trotting associations, located 
in thirty-four States of the Union, and these 
will be represented either in person or by 
proxy. There bas been much dissatisfaction 
with the administration of the National Asso- 
cianon’s affairs of late and it seems not unlike- 
ly that a strong opposition will appear in the 
field against Mr. Tuomas J. Vail, the present Sec- 
retary and virtually chiet of the organization. 
The headquarters {of the assoclauon are pow 
situated at Hartford, Conn., and there is a 
growing feeling that Chicago should be the 
future headquarters from which the affairs of 
the National organizauuon should be adminis- 
tered. This will form one of the chief issues 
of the meeting. Another will be the unjust 
rule that enables the National organization to 
make racmg associations its agents without 
making them responsible. For instance, should 
claimed entrance money be paid to any racing 
association for the purpose of raising the 
penalty of expulsion that may dave 
been imposed by the officers of the 
National Association, and the racing 
association should fail to notify the Nationai 
Secretary, Or afterwards dispute the pays ment 
of the money, the penalty of expulsion stili re- 
mains in force until the money is paid_again. 
The owner of a trotter may have bis eipt 
for money paid, but that will make no differ- 
ence with the National Secretary. He does not 
hold the racing association responsibie to a 
sufficient extent toeven ask them for an ex- 
planation, but, on the contrary, says to the 
owner of the horse: “I only know that I bave 
not received any notification from the associa- 
tion of your baving paid the claim. and that 
the National Association’s commissions have 
not been remitted to me. Until that is 
done your horse cannot enter.“ Should 
the man show bis receipt from 
the racing association, the matter is then in- 
vestigated, and meanwhile, during weeks per- 
haps, the penalty of expu.sion remains in 
forve, unless the owner is willing to deposit 
with Secretary Vall a sum of money as an in- 
demnity bond, and this, it is claimed by horse- 
men, is virtually paying money into the Na- 
tonal treasury, for they do not see it again 
for years. 

Delegates will begin to arrive today and to- 
morrow, and the meeting will probaoly last 
through daily sessions until Saturday next, 


THE GALLAGHER-CARTER MATCHES. 

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 6.— Special. |—George 
Slosson, backing Tom Gallagher, has opened 
negotiations for two matches between Galla- 
gber and Eugene Carter to be played at Chi- 
cago for $250 wach a side; one game at four 
teen-inch balk lipe and one at cushion carroms. 
Carter will leave with his backer, George 
Forbes, on the midnight train for Chicago. 
He wili accept the matches, but prefers to 
make them for $500 a side each and will agree 
to play in a pubiic ball in Chicago. 

Tom Gallagher yesterday sent a challenge to 
Eugene Carter of Cleveland for a match game 
at billiards, to take piace in this city, for 
stakes of $500 a side. Galiagher gives Car- 
ter the privilege of playmg one game at four- 
teen-inch balk line, or two games, oue at balk 
une and the other at cushion carroms, This 
challenge is the result of Carter's proposition 
made two weeks ago.

A brief dispatch appeared in Tre TRIBUNE a 
few days azo to the effect that George Free- 
man. alias “BSheeny George.“ who. was sup- 
posed to have been implicated in the murder 
of Officer Race in this city a few years ago, had 
deen arrested in Kansas City for vagraocy and 
goed $100, and that he was working out bis 

nne breaking stones on the streets. The Race 
murder mystery bas never been cleared up to 
the satisfaction of the public, but most of 
thie who were connected with the investiga- 
tion of the case are now convinced that Free- 
man was the actual murderer, and that be was 
only saved from the gallows by the mistake of 
the authorities in attemptimg to fasten the 
crime on another man. Barring the actual 
murderer and his companion, there is probably 
only one man living who witnessed the murder 
and can positively identify the murderer. That 
man is Lesser Friedberg, the notorious 
“fence” at whose place the murder was com- 
mitted, ana wo has since served a term in the 
for his connection with that par- 

ticular crime, the conviction being for receiv- 
{ng stolen property. Friedberg, at the time of 
the investigation, refused to give the officers 
anyjeformation as to the murderer, and ac- 
cording to his own confession helped fora 
time to shieid the actual criminal and fasten 
the crime on a different man. At last, after these 
many years, Friedberg professes a Willingness 
to telleverything. His hignest claim at pres- 
ent is that of a reformed crook, and his state- 
ments are worth very littie except where cor- 
roborated by other testimony. He spent two 
hours last evening telling a TRIBUNE reporter 
the story of his life and the details 
with and knowledge 
of the Race murder. His story is interesting, 
and there is littie doubt but that it is substan- 
tially true, especially in the main point of the 
identificanon of the murderer. His story ‘is 
corroborated by Various incidents and develop- 
ments of, the investigation which were inex- 
plicable at the time to the police and the re- 


Friedberg is now living in a little room in the 
rear of No. 1238 State street and supporting 
dimsclf by bis trade as a tailor, which he 
jearned in Germauy and practiced in Joliet. 
He has $7,000 locked up in the safety vaults, 
but cannot get a cent of it, bis wife having 
placed legal restraints in the way pending of 
the result of certain divorce proceedings. Wben 
hegets this money he proposes to start in some 
jegitimate business and live square the rest of 
bis life. He is 42 years old, but does not look 
over 35, the Joliet service notwithstanding. 
He is a German Jew, and though twen- 
ty years in this country still speaks 
the English language very imperfectly. 
He bas got very little of the typical charac- 
teristics of his race; de is a youngish-looking 
man of mecium build, wears a heavy, dark 
* mustache, and looks much more like an artisan 
ora store clerk than a Hebrew pawnbroker 
and proprietor of a thieves’ ** fence.” 


HE TELLS HIS STORY. 

“TIT came to Chicago in February, 1877.“ 
Friedberg began, “with $13,000 in my pos- 
session. These letters will show you where I 
bad it and dow I made it.” The letters ex- 
hibited included one from Steiaway & Sons, 
New York, to Lyon & Healy, Chicago, dated 
May 25, 1877, inciosing a check for $8,093,.with 
instructions to pay that amount over to Lesser 
Friedberg, *‘ a German Israelite residing at No. 

State stréet, Chicago.“ The letter set forth 

that the firm had, as a favor to Friedoerg, 
‘taken $8,000 from him temporarily on deposit, 
but would not Keep the money any longer. Un- 
der the same date William Steinway wrote to 
Priedberg saying he would not keep the money 
any er, and had sent it to Lyon & 
Heal with three months’ interest added. 
A from Steinway & Sons, dated Nov. 9, 
_ 1875, to Edwia B. King, Chicago, set forth that 
the firm bad known Friedberg for several years 
prior to bis removal from New York to Chica- 
go; that he kept a picture store and took care 
of windows and skylights for that and other 

» firms; that be bad the reputation of being a 
hard-working, reliable man; that there. was 
“a fierce run on the savings banks in the

“TI bad lived about ten years in New York 
City,“ continued Friedberg,. and me and my 
wife had worked bard and lived cheap and 
made a tidy bit of money. We had about 
agreed to go back tothe old country and live 
on the interest of our savings, but decidea to 
pay a visit to my brother-in-law first—Harvey, 
the plumber, at No. 473 State street, who is 
Married to my wite's sister. So we came 
here in February. We had a little over 
95.000 in cash with us, besides the $8,000 left 
with Mr. Steinway. I lived with Harvey about 
six months, doing nothing particular. This 
Was about the time of the panic, and times 
Were about as bad as they could be, and sev- 
eral of my friends and acquaintances here 
urged me to go into the pawnbroker's business

HE BEGINS PAWNBROKING. 

When the building No. 474 State street was 
finished I ieased the store and basement and 
Blarted the pawobroking business there in Au- 
gust, 1877. So you see, though they tried to 
make out that I was an old pawnbroking crook, 
i was only about a year in the business when 
Race was killed. 

“I never met Sheeny George’ until about 
three weeks before the murder. He drove up 
te my door one morning about 6 o’clock and 
Wakened me out of: bed.

“There was terrific excitement, the police 
people on suspicion every day. The 
police were at me every day urging me to tell 
who the murderer was, for of course they 
knew, and everybody else knew, that I could 
name the murderer if 1 wanted to. But the 
story I told, as advised, was that two men, 
whom Thad never seen before and did not 
know, came in and asked me to buy the stuff, 
The police showed me Sbeeny George's pict- 
ure in the ‘Rogues’ Galiey,’ and, of course, [ 
said 1 didn't know hbhim—never had 
seen bim before. The second Sunday 
after the murder Capt. O'Donnell and 
Mr. Jaffray had a long talk with 
me. They pleadeu with me to tell all I knew. 
Jaffray said he had got nis goods back and would 
not prosecute me if I only told the truth and 
heiped the police catch the murderer. They 
talked so fair and reasonable that I bad about 
decided t make a clean breast ot it, when I 
was stiffened up and said nothing. Then I got 
out on a habeas corpus, Judge McAllister 
quashing the charge of accessory to murder 
ene me out on the other charge in bonds 


JOHNNY LAMB. 


“And now ubout Jack Lamb, who was tried 
twice and convicted once for the Race murder. 
While'l was still locked up a man told me one 
day that Mr. Dixon—he was Lieutenant tnen, 
I think—would show me a man, like be had 
showed me dozens before. Wen Dixon asks 
you, Is this the man?’ said my informant, you 
say pothing—just refuse to speak a 
word.” So Dixon showed me Lamb, and 
asked me if he was the man, and I refused to 
reply. Lamb was confident when he saw me, 
but when 1 refused to speak I saw he turned 
the color of a.corpse. I was badly broke up 
over it, and when Lamb left the room I said to 
Dixon: That's not the man—God knows that 
man wasn't near my house that night.’ At the 
Coroner's inquest a colored woman swore she 
was at my deor when Race was shot, and that 
Lawb was the man who aid it; and on this evi- 
dence Lamb was held for the murder. Mean- 
time ‘Sheeny George’ had been arrested fora 
burglary in St. Pgul, anc’ the police got pointers 
that ‘ Sheeny re bad a band in the mur- 
der of Race. ‘Sheeny George’ was brought 
bere on a requisition, and, acting. I judge, on 
advice, turned State's evidence, and swore that 
he and Lamb brought the wagon of goods to 
my house, and that Lamb shot Officer Race. 1 
told my attorney, Van Buren. and State's-At- 
torney Millis that ‘Sheeny George’ was the 
murderer, and 1 also told the police, 
but because I kept my mouth shut 
before, and because aiso, I suppose, the case 
looked worse for Lamb, they refused my evi- 
dence.. Remember, I was out on bail all the 
time from about three weeks after the murder, 
when the habeas corpus was granted, until my 
conviction was confirmed by the Supreme 
Court over four years later. Welt, Lamb was 
tried and convicted for the murder. The 
only evidence against him was that of 
‘Sneeny George’ and the colored woman; 
but what killed his defense was the fact 
that be couldn't account for his time 
the evening of the murder. The truth 
in the matter was that Lamb was one of the 
gang of burglars who robbed Jaffray’s store 
that evening: but he and the rest of the gang 
jay low while *Sheeny George’ ana Dennis de- 
livered the stuff at my place. For the defense 
Mrs. Friedberg swore that ‘Sheeny George’ 
was the man who brought the stuff to the 
house and who shot the officer. The defense 
wanted to put me on the stand, but Mr. Mills 
prevented me on the ground that I had been 
in court and heard the evidence of the other 
witnesses. 

“ The Supreme Court gave Lamb a new trial, 
and at the second trial ‘Sheeny George’ and 
the colored woman swore the same as before. 
But a woman who bad been distributing books 
or tracts in the jail testified that ‘ Sheeny 


murderer, and on this evidence Lamb was ac- 
guitted, ‘Sheeny George’ was let out some 
time later, after being about three years in 
jail. Lamb is now peddling cigars on the West 
Side and leading a decent life. 

The police force was terribly down on me 
because of my silence after the murder, and I 
deserved it all. II I bad told the truth-1 would 
have got cff free and ‘Sheeny George’ would 
have been banged, but there wouldn't bave 
been much money in the case for the attorneys. 
At my first trial—tor receiving stolen property 
—the jury did not agree; at the second trial 
they gave me four years. I got out on a super 
sedeas on $5,500 bailbonds ana could bave 
skipped the country then if I wished. I was 
out until the Supreme Court flually ruled 
against me by a vote of 5 to 2, and in January, 
1882, I went to the penitentiary. March, 1885, 
I was liberated, my sentence having been re- 
duced by ten months, the full limit, for good 
corduct, and Goy. Oglesby restored my rights 
of citizenship. 


REMINISCENCES. 

“When I went to Joliet.I left about $12,000 
with my wife. She carried on a little private 
business while I was in, and bad about $14,000 
when I was liberated—about $8,000 of it in 
cash, and the rest in goods, such as gold 
watches, plate, etc. I guess she did a little pr. 
vate pawning business—without a license, you 
understand. I went to live with her again, and 
we quarreled—I was jealous about a man that 
hung around there. We lived at No. 427 State 
etreet—that is where she is still living. One 
day, about a month after I got out of prison, I 
was jealous and angry and she gave me some 
„Sass and I slapped ber face. Then we agreed 
to divide the property equally, and I got my 
share of $7,000 in cash and put itin a safety 
vault. Sbe got a lawyer to sue for a divorce 
for cruelty, and first thing I knew there was an 
injunction out. preventing me touching that 
57. 000, and I am left out in the cold with no 
money until this divorce business is settled.“ 

*“ What were you doing the four years you 
were under bonds, between the time of the 
murder and the time you went to Joliet?” 

*O, doing a little private business—not much 
of anything.”’ 

* You speculated some in gold bricks during 
this period. didu't your“ 

„Well. now, that was a good joke. A few 
people, including a lawyer and a boss gambler, 
put up that job on me. I have no positive evi- 
dence of it, but I know it just the same. They 
knew I was a fool with money, and would bite 
at a trick of that kind. A kind of relative of 
Andrews, who went to the penitentiary a few 
days ago, told me of some Californians who 
bad a gold brick worth $4,000. I met this man 
and a couple of fellows with wide-brimmed 
hats in a room in a botel, and the gold brick 
was produced. We bored holes in it and put 
the shavings up ma little parcel, and 1 tested 
them and found it was 24-caratgold. I bought 
the brick for $2,800, spot cash, and a few days 
later found it was brass. They had used a 
sieight-of-hand trick to change the paper of 
brass shavings for a paper of genuine gold 
shavings. I compromised the case for $1,500. 

1 hardly think Andrews wil live to serve 
out his eight years in the penitentiary. It 
was easy there for me, for I have always 
accustomed to hard work and plain food 
a regular life; but Andrews was used to a fine 
life, and the change will be awful hard on bim. 
After the first few months I got used to the 
work, and the food, and the silence, and the 
time did not seem long nor the life hard, and I 
came out with as good health as lever had in 
my life. But Andrews—he's done!“ 

„ Wust are vou going to do when you get 
your money?” 

“I'm not going to do any pawnbroking— 
you bet your hfe on that. I believe I'll start 
a custom-tailor shop; I havera friend in the 
business who wants a partne. Of one thing 
you may be sure—I'm going to live straight in 
the future. Crookedness doesn’t pay.“ 

MRS. FRIEDBERG’S STORY. 

Mrs. Friedberg was seen last evening by a 
TrisuNeE reporter. Her version of the murder 
was substantially the same as Mr. Friedberg’s, 
differing only in a few details. Mrs. Friedberg 
is a remarkably bandsome woman. Her dark 
complexion and black hair ana eyebrows give 
ber the appearance of a.Frenchwoman. She 
said that that memorable nicbt of Oct. 4 about 
9 o'clock the quartet were seated—it was after 
supper—when Sheeny George brought in 
the She and her huspand got up to re- 
monstrate with bim and be turned around and 
went out.

He 
was always a crue! busband, and she often said 
that if she had all their money sbe wouldn't 
live with him. After be got into this last scrape 
ahe tried in every way to save him from going to 
Joliet, and when he was there she spared 
neither time nor money inefforts to get bim 
pardoned. Her voice trembiedand she after- 
wards cried as she told how she had walked 
down-town and back in order to save car-fare, 
and bad even wasbed ber oon clothes to 
save money so she could spend it for his bene- 
fit. She promised to live with bim if be wodld 
treat her well, but, notwithstanding her seit- 
sacrifices and all she had done for him, which 
he admitted, he began to abuse her ere he was 
a week out of the jail. This was more than she 
could or would stand, and she resolved to no 
longer live with him. The story of the equit- 
able division of their money, she says, is in- 
correct, and be didn’t leave $12,000, it was a 
good deal less. and she spent a jarge amount 


on lawyers. There never was auy stolen prop- 


erty bought by ber husband and herself to ber 
knowledge.

PRICE FOR AN AMERICAN WATER-COLOR 

-—THE MRS. MORGAN ART-CATALOG. 

At the Water-Color Exhibition io New York 
Mr. Abbey's Tue Old Song has been purchases 
for Mr. Clarence King. The price, $3,000, is the 
largest ever paid for an American water-color. 

The exhibition of the Salmagundi Club closed 
ai the American Art Galleries, New York, Jan. 
30, with sales amounting to $3,472. In add 
tion to the Salmagundi sales ten water-colors 
have been sold from F. K. M. Rehn's exhibi- 
tion for $1,060—making a total for both ex- 
hibitions of $4,522. 

Another of Jules Breton’s paintings has 
found a home in this country—bis The Last 
Ray. from the Salon of 1885, which is tempo- 
rarily upon exhibidon at the gallery of Messrs. 
Knoeder & Co., New York. The Last Ray 
is, with the possible excepaon of Tue Com- 
municants,“ the largest picture by Breton 
owned in this country 

At Mavrienne, in Savoy, a drawing by Van 
Dyck bas been found which be made in return 
for hospitality from the family of Claude 
Borelly, at whose house be fell ul. It is a por- 
trait of alittle girlof 12. An amateur who has 
been long on the track of the lost portrait bas 
at lust traced it to its present owner. 

Picture-Sales are to have their historian in 
Rogiand. Mr. G. Redford proposes to write a 
history of the sale of pictures and other works 
of art in Eogiand, and make as full a record as 
possible. If enough subscribers can be bad 
the work willappearin two quarto volumes. 
The price will be from $15 to $25. 

Owing to the great success of the Miliais 
exhibition at the Grosvenor Gallery. London, 
it is probable an effort wil soon be made to 
gather elsewhere the works of Hoiman Hunt. 

The monument to Delacroix will consist of 
bis bust placed on a pyramid standing on a 
piatform of three degrees. On the lowest will 
stand a Genius of the Arts applauding; on the 
next, a figure representing Time, who bolds in 
his arms Justice; while the latter will hold a 
crown towards the ust. Thesculptor is Jules 
Dalon, and the allegory shows the delay of 
Justice in appreciating Delacroix acoording to 
his merits. 

The art treasures of the late Kimg of Portu- 
gal will be sola next spring. 

Sir John Millais’ next contribution to popular 
art will be a study of child-life. It depicts a 
little girl dressed in garments of dark green 
color, sitting in a glowing landscape, biowing 
soap-bubbies. Sir John Millais has also en the 
easel a study of one of the heroines of Sbaks- 
peare. 

A great red granit statue has been discov- 
ered ten miles away in the desert near Aiexan- 
dria, in Egypt. It represents the famous Pbha- 
raob, who was responsibie for all the Egyptian 
plagues, and on one side of it is a statue’of a 
little baby, said to be that of the next Pharaoh, 
who perisbed in bis rash attempt to drive 
through the Red Sea. It bas been lying there 
8,000 years. 

A large section of the famous wood of Fon- 
tainebleau is about to be felled, and the art 
papers of Paris are crying out at this attack on 
the fayorit. study ground of Diaz. 
Mmet. Corot, —4 Barye. 

The Corporation of the City of London bave 
ordered several pieces of tapestry to be exe- 
cuted at the Roral Windsor Tapestry Works. 
The panels, Wien are to be hung in the recep- 
tion ball of the Mansion House, will represent 
the following events in the history of the me- 
tropolis: Robert Fitzwalter, casiellun and chief 
banneret of London io the reign of Henry III.,. 
the city champion, receiving the city banner 
irom the Lord Mayor; the Joust on London 
Bridge between David de Lindsay, Ear! of 
Crawford, and Lord John de Welles, Ambassa- 
dor of Richard II. to Scotland; Queen Elizabeth 
proceeding to open the Royal Exchange; and 
Queen Victoria’s reception at the Guildhall 
upon her accession to the throne. The tapes- 
tries will be compieted in about two years. 

Mr. William Schaus, the well-known art-deal- 
er of New York, who bas been seriously ill for 
some weeks past, is now rapidiy convaiescing, 
and it is announced that the long-deiayed ex- 
hibition of Rembrandt's **Giider,” now in his 
possession, will be made so soon as be is suffi- 
ciently well to superintend it. 

The attention of the Pope, who is a great 
patron of the arts, has been called to the fact 
that Michael Angelo’s famous frescoes in the 
Sistine Chapel have suffered serious damage 
of late. The Pope has, therefore, ordered that 
services shall be beld in future in the Cappella 
Paolina, and the Sistine Chapel cleared ot 
benches, etc., be open to art students and vis- 
tors only. 

Alma-Tadema’s new masterpiece will depict 
ascene from ancient Pompeii, illustrative of 
an incident when its fame was at its highest. 

Mr. Henry J. Ellicott of Philadelphia will 
make the pilaster cast of the John McCullough 
statue, which will be a Virginius” seven feet 
high. The monument, of which the bronze 
statue will be the central figure, will be of 
sandstone or gray marbie, and will be finished, 
at a cost of $20,000, within three months. 

The tomb of Washington Irving in the ceme- 
tery at Sleepy Hollow has been defaced by 
rolle-hunters for the second time. Some van- 
dal has pried out the piece of mosaic in the 
Spavish Alhambra on which Irving wrote his 
name in 1842. 

The edition de luxe of the catalog of the art 
collections formed by the late Mrs. Mary J. 
Morgan of New York, which will be sold by 
auction late this month, will be delivered to 
subscribers this week. The cost of each copy 
will be $23, and in many ways the volume will 
be one of the most important art publications 
ever issued in America. It will contain twenty- 
nine etchings, by prominent American artists, 
of the same number of important canvases in 
the collection; twenty-nine vignets, drawn by 
Percy Moran, of distinguished artists repre- 
sented in the collection; and twenty-three pho- 
togravures of important specimens of porce- 
lains, ivory carvings, old enamels, lacquers, 
bronzes, silverware, and cameo-giass, besides 
an admirabie photographic reproduction of the 
famous Peachblowt or “Crushed Straw- 
berry vase.

15.— Dear Sir: You will find it difficult to 
guide young people in their reading by merely 
forming a list of good books. Liturature has many 
branches, each of which has its best books.” Let 
u young man choose his line of study, and he will 
find no difficulty in discovering the best autbority 
init. The result of several persons putting down 
the titles of books they considered best reading 
would be an interesting but very imperfect bibliog- 
raphy of as many sections of literature. But fuller 
and better information is already obtainable from 
printed works—each department having special 
bibliographies. A choice selection of them is placed 
in the Museum reading-room, and a list of them has 
been printed. A very useful guide to books 
in English is supplied by a work published 
in New York, entitled “The Best Reading.“ 
by A. B. Perkins, 8 vo., 1877. The books are cias- 
sited in the form of an index to subjects. The 
English Catalog,“ with indexes for periods of 
years from 1837, published by Sampson Low & Co., 
is also extremely useful for ascertaining what has 
been written on any particular subject. Bat the 
beginner sbould be advised to read histories of the 
literature of his own and other countries—as Hal- 
jam’s Introduction to the Literature of Europe,“ 
Joseph Warton’s History ot English ve

He Holda that Garland Is Open to 


No Oriticism as Cabinet Off- 
cer or Oitizen. 
The Department of Justiee Is Simply 
Performing Its Plain Duty in 
the Case. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 4.—{New York Herald.) 
-en. Butler was called upon today by the 
Heraid correspondent at his law-cffice in the 
Hub. His attention was directed in the course 
of a conversation to the Garland-Pan-Biectric 
scandal. When asked if he would be willing to 
ive the public his views on the relations of a 
Cabinet officer with the Bell telephone matter, 
be promptly answered: “It would certainly be 
politic for me not to do 80.“ In reply to the 
query, Why so?” the General continued: 
‘** Because I bave very decided op mions on 
matter, and they are adverse to two very large 
corporations—the Bell Telephone Company and 
the Western Union Telegraph Company—who 
are interested in the use of the sawe patents. 
I am, of course, counted in the opposition to 
the present Administration, and am not called 
upon to defend any acts or measures of it or ot 
any member of it. Still, I regret to see, and 
by my-silence seem to indorze, what appears 
to me a grievous injustice ana wrong which is 
now being inflicted on the officers of the Gov- 
ernment who bave bad charge of the Bell tele- 
phone affair about which you inquire.” 

But, General, the newspapers are almost 
unanimous in their criticisms upon the Attor 
ney-General.“ ‘ 

“Yes, too unanimous to one who thinks 
their unanimity is very suspicious.”

REMARKABLE UNANIMITY OF OPINION. 

Joan do that by an aneédote. When I was 
running for Congress on the Greenback ques- 
tion against the bankers of Massachusetts, 
as they believed—when, in fact, I was doing 

the best I could for them, as they have since 
learned—I was surprised to find the religious 
press in Boston very generally taking sides 
against me. Being much younger and some- 
what more inconsiderate then than I now am, 
J wondered at the cause of the apparent affin- 
ity between religion’ and anti-Greenbackism, 
until afterward 1 got ah affidavit of one of the 
managers of the opposition campaign that he 
paid the most ort nodox of those religious news- 
papers $300 for its opposition. Then my eyes 
were opened, and have remained opened ever 
since. When the Boston Herald, the Journal, 
the Advertiser, the Post, and the rest—Tray, 
Blanche, and Sweetheart, little dogs and ali— 
bark at a man continually, persistently, and 
with a snarl, there must be some substantial 
reason for such confluence and efflaence of 
Opinion. Therefore, with due deference to 
your profession, and at some personal risk, I 
will give you my views if you wish. 
MR. GARLAND’S POSITION. 

“Well, then, it is claimed by the newspapers 
that the Attorney-General should resign, or, 
failing so to do, the President should remove 
him to clear his Administration from a scandal 
alleged to have been brought upon it by that 
officer. What is that scandal? Is it that he was 
an original subscriver for stock and a director 
in a Southern telephonic and telegraphic enter- 
prise as far back as 1882, and that be had for 
taking such part in that enterprise received a 
large quantity of stock at a merely nominal 
value; that that stock was to be brougut up 
to a real value by the enterprise, ingenuity, lu- 
telligence, and good business qualities of its 
promoters; that ite value was founded upon a 
series of patented inventions in electrical 
science and their use and adoption; that the 
inventor and scientific man of the company, 
who started the enterprise, Mr. Rogers, bad 
been for many years the electrician at the 
Capitol, appointed as such because of his 
known scieutific gualiications, and kept in 
piace as such because of bis knowledge and 
expertness in the use of electrical apparatus? 
Of necessity such a man’s associates and ac- 
quaintances would be among the members of 

the two Houses, and he would naturally apply 
to them rather than to other ciasses of busi- 
ness-men to take part in such enterprise; and 
be would naturally desire to retain the services 
of an able lawyer who some years afterward 
became the official head of the bar of the 
United States. Is chere anything wrong in 
this? But, it is replied, this gentleman was a 
Senator of the United States. Yes; and is a 
Senator of the United States to have no other 
business relations? A large portion of the 
Senators are very large representatives of 
business wealth. They are elected with such 
business complications, and they must vote in 
regard to legisiation which affects their busi- 
ness interests. When I was in Congress a ma- 
jority of the House was composed of officers 
and stockhoiders of Nationa! banks, and, upon 
the occasion of a vote being taken affecting the 
ballots, I called the Speaker's attention to the 
rule of the House that no man could vote upon 
a matter in which he was personally interested: 
but it was ruled that, as they were only inter- 
ested iu the business of the country, they 
must legisiate concerning the business of the 
country—they must vote in regard to it, al- 
though their votes might make thousands of 
dollars difference to them individually; and 
these virtuous newspapers, or such of them as 
were virtuous, then made no murmur even 
against this condition of things, and I was 
beaten. 
ASKING NO LEGISLATION. 

„But in the case of this company there could 
be no legislation to aid it or harm it. Certainly 
none was then proposed. The conduct of the At- 
torney-General in taking these shares bas been 
likened to that of the lamented Garfield, Cot- 
fax, and others who took the Crédit Mobilier 
shares. But the difference was there was then, 
and must for years be, legislation required in 
regard to the Union Pacific Railroad. of which 
the Crédit Mobilier was the construcuon com- 
pany, and that company was at time pay- 
ing large dividends. I fa'i to see any likeness 
between the two cases. And I fail to see, as 
the country fails to see, any wrong in Senator 
Garland's becoming a director or stockholder 
in that company, and the fact that be bad done 
so was both well and publicly known many 
months before he was appointed Attorney- 
General, and no man whispered his member- 
ship of the Pan-Electric Company, if that is the 
name of the concern, as a reason why he 
should not be appointec or confirmed by the 
Senate. Noone of these incorruptible senti- 
nele on the watchtower of Liberty called atten- 
tion to, or bad an editorial line upon, his con- 
duct in taking the stock.

100 points George scores 94. George's 
mother, the famous Coquette, was pur- 
chased in Wales by Miss Pegram 
of South Carolina and taken to Paris, 
leaving Muggins, his father, in Wales. George 
was one of a number of puppies born in Paris 
in December. 1878. Crossing the ocean Miss 
Pegram met Mr. George H. Boker, then Min- 
ister to Russia, and presented him George, 
which she named after him. Mr. Boker, upon 
arriving in Philadelphia, bearing of the loss 
that Mrs. Pue bad sustained in the death of a 
vaiuable skye-terrier, presented the lady with 
the highily-bred imported pug. Since then 
George has increased in beauty and celebrity, 
and there are progenies of pugs numbering 
hundreds in the fashionable houses of Fhila- 
delphi who acknowledge him in the relation 
of father, grandfather, and great-grandfather. 
George's pug beauty is of that sort that dog- 
lovers rave over, and his “mask” is declared 
by all fanciers particularly fine. He is in ap- 
pearance and every other way the ideal of a 
pampered pet. He has always been haughty, 
arrogant, and full of vanity to a really phe- 
nomenal degree. He is valued at $5,000 and 
has a room and a servant, and lives altogether 
like the bloated canine aristocrat that he is.

THE HERO OF MANY BATTLES. 

Sitting-Bull is one of the most notable dog 
characters intowna. Big and burly ruffian as he 
is, he is, nevertheless, as playful as a kitten, 
and to all the buman 
and brute creation, ex- 
cept the figiting dogs, 
as gentle as a lamb. 
He belongs to an active 
member of the Union 
League, who is tender- 
ly attached to him. His 
pedigree is as excel- 
lently villanous as pos- 
sible, his immediate an- 
cestor, it is said, hav- 
ing chewed up so many 
antagonists that it 
would be dangerous for 
credibility to record SITTING-BULL. 
the number. He traces immediate descent 
from Tugman’s “Turk.” Sittmg-Bull for years 
has been the most famous fighting dog in 
town. He has fought and vanquished at least 
fifty dogs and has killed a number of 
them. He has won seven regular  bat- 
tles with fighting dogs, and was matched and 
fought the celebrated Jack, ten pounds heavier 
than he was. The battle lasted over an bour 
and a half, when the owner of Jack gave up 
the fight. When in condition he weighed 
about twenty-eight pounds, but he is now 
older and quite fat. No bull-dog with an un- 
dershot jaw could stand before this gladiator 
in his day, and the only dogs that could be 
pitted against him were regularly trained bull- 
terriers. Sitting-Bull is a mass of scars and 
is the very picture now of a veteran. He does 
notfight any more and promenades daily ina 
dignified way, as if he had never been ac- 
guainted with ‘the pit. His spirit and grit; re- 
main, bowever, and he has to be continually 
muzzied in public. 


NOTED BULLS. 

There are some fine bulls and bull-terriers 
owned in Philadelphia. Mr. Walter R. Furness 
has several. He has one buli-dog that mani- 
tests a most amazing singuiarity. This animal 
is by instinct a woman-hater, cherishing the 
most violent hatred of everything m crinoline. 
Ordinarily the dog is gentle and approachable 
to strangers, if they are men or boys. Upon 
sight of any girl or woman the dog becomes al- 
most uncontrollable, and if allowed would tear 
them to pieces. Mrs. Monoure Robinson, one 
of the most beautiful and fashionable women 
in Philadelphia, basa very good buli-dog of 
which she is very fond. Mr. Alfred Norris has 
also a very good bull, and Mr. James P. Seott 
is also the owner of a fine one. There are, 
however, few finer heavy bulls in Philadelphia 
than Mr. Furness’ wali-eyed, bow-leeged, bur- 
ly specimen, Bill Sykes, which is ugly. and, 
therefore, as attractive as anything in that line 
can be. Bulls are now decidedly fashionable, 
and the ladies bave taken them up as pets. 
Mrs. Pue, who is an expert on the subject, has 
just got one from John E. Thayer of Boston, 
the owner of Thalia, Belessima, and Kobinson 
Crusoe, who bas the finest pugs in America, 
and says they are the coming dog. 

THE IRISH SPANIEL, 

Among the many dogs coming into popular- 
ity of late none are so interesting and striking 
as the Irish water-spaniel, the credit of whose

They have long 
ears clothed with twisted ringlets, heavily 
feathered legs and feet, and smooth faces. 
The face is very peculiar, wedge-shaped and 
not snipy, but comical and intensely Irish, the 
prevailing expression being to look out of the 
corner of one eye with the mouth open laugh- 
ingly, &la Con the Shaugtran. A feature al- 
Ways present is a curious topknot of loose 
curls. Their eager impetuosity is an appropri- 
ate element of their Irish character, and they 
are very difficult to train or break, but are 
the best retrievers in the world. The finest 
specimens of the breed were introduced into 
Philadelphia by Michael Lafferty, the landscape 
gardener of Laurel Hill. From this strain came 
the splendid and interesting dog Leander, 
which, as the property of Mr. Frank Furness, the 
architect, who is a most enthusiastic lover of 
dogs, has attracted attention far and wide. For 
several summers at Cape May he has been a 
self-constituted life-guard, swimming along the 
danger-line during the batbing-bour and pre- 
venting women and children from passing it.

A CANINE DUDE. 

No mention of the celebrated dogs of Phila- 
deiphia would be complete without Duke, the 
spotiess white graybound, who for many 
years was a familiar object on Chestnut street 
and reguiar frequenter of the most fashionable 
piaces. His proportions were like chiseled 
marble, and all his movements and postures 
were studied and statuesque. He lived but for 
one object—to be admired, especially by the 
ladies, and cared nothing about men. He was 
born in Florida; descended from the favorit of 
an Italian lady of quality, and was reared in the 
greatest luxury. He had his own couches and 


rugs, and was washed and fed regularly by «a 
maid. He wore different colored ripbons and 
had many collars. In the winter he wore an 
embroidered fleece-lined coat made for him by 
the most fashionable tailor of the city. He 
belonged to a lady of a well-known Quaker fam- 
ily living on Spruce street, but with all the at- 
tentions lavished upon him Duke was hot 
satisfied with his Quaker surroundings and 
pined for something more exciting and varied.

BANCROFT, THE HISTORIAN. 


A MONOGRAPH WRITTEN BY HIM CRITICIS- 
ING THE LEGAL-TENDER DECISION OF THE 
UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 2.—[{ Boston Herald.] 

—George Bancroft, the historian, has written 
and will shortly publish a monograph entitled 
**A Plea for the Constitution, Wounded in the 
House of Its Guardians, criticising the opin- 
ion of the United States Supreme Court in the 
case of Guillard ys. Greenman, rendered March 
3, 1884, which affirmed the right of Congress to 
impress upon the Treasury notes of the United 
States the quality of being a legal-tender in 
payment of private debts. “ The opinion thus 
confidently expressed,” says Mr. Bancroft, ‘if 
it should be accepted as law would be a death- 
blow to the Constitution; in defiance of 
which it not only gives a sanction to irredeem- 
able paper money, but clothes the Govern- 
ment with powers that have no defined limit in 
its relation to the people.“ He then traces the 
history of American bilis of credit in the Col- 
onies until they were abolished by Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut, and of the struggie for 
their suppression in all the Colonies or States 
to the end of 1786. He shows that it was the 
deliberate, unalterable purpose of the framers 
of the Constitution to withhold from the Fed- 
eral Government the power to enact the prom- 
ise of money as a legal-tender for debt in 
money; and that they did withhold the power 
by very large and most determined majorities. 
He then reviews the decision of the Supreme 
Court in detail, denying at once the accuracy 
of ite statement of facts and the soundness of 
its interpretations of the Constitution 
and constitutional law. In the last 
chapter; under the title, “What Is to Bo 
Done?” he says: “The present court should 
impartially reéxamine what it has uttered, and 
cannot fail to perceive that it has somewhere 
fallen into error since it has not failed to con- 
tradict itself. It is to be hoped that the court 
will not persist in an erroneous reversal of the 
just judgment of its predecessors when better 
invesiigation establishes the rightfulness of 
the first opinion. The people should wait; the 
court, from its allegiance to the Constitution, 
must correct its own misinterpretation: ‘War 
begins when the laws are silent.“ The lovers 
of the Constitution bave a right to look to the 
court to establish order by restoring the rule 
to the highest law. No thought should be ad- 
mitted of correcting the error of the present 
members of the court by seeking a change in 
the Constitution. The Constitution is already 
as clear as it can be made. 

It is in vain,”’ he says again, to attempt 
to enable debtors to discharge their debts by 
payment of currency of less real value than 
was intended in their contract; for, as debts 
are discharged from day to day, it would re- 
quire a daily increase of the amount of cur- 
rency in order to give an impartial advantage 
to debtors, and this would soon render the cur- 
rency worthless. What the great industrial class 
needs is a stable currency, so there may be as 
little fluctuation in industry as possible. To 
quicken basiness under an artificial expansion 
of currency is to pull out the linch-pins from 
the cur of industry before starting it on the 
race at full speed. The sudden increase of 
prosperity is followed by still greater decline, 
and the weight of sorrow must tall on the la- 
borers, who, with their families, will be made 
wretched by the loss of employment. The only 
class of men who can be benefited by an un- 
certain and ever-varying currency are the men 
who, having too great conceit of their own 
abilities, and too daring confidence in their 
own favoring fortune, overvaiue the chance of 
gain and undervalue the chance of loss, and so 
tempt themselves, or are tempted by others, to 
enter into engagements beyond their means to 
fulfill. They constitute an incaicolably small 
bart of our population,and by no means the part 
that possesses the greatest merit or deserves 
the greatest sympathy, and, when they begin 
to surmise the delusiveness of their schemes, 
they are the most ready and the most unscru- 
pulous in their attemots to dictate a policy to 
the country.“ 

He reckons as the great debtors of the coun- 
try: First and greatest, the United States it- 
self; second, the banks of circulation ana de- 
posit; third, our merchants engaged in foreign 
commerce; fourth, the railway and canal cor- 
porations; fiftn, those baving the administra- 
tion of estates under the direction of Probate 
Courts; sixth, the managers of savings banks. 
He then says: “The infinitly most numerous 
class et capitalists in the United States are 
th ‘who support life by their constant 
labor.” He makes an eloquent appeal for their 
protection from unstable or debased money. 
In conclusion he says: “I speak for the poor, 
who can as little be benefited by an uncertain- 
ty in the value of the authorized legal-teuder 
us by the use of varying scales and weights in 
the market. Nor let my words be unbeeded 
because, after living in many lands and ob- 
serving the effect of differing customs and 
laws, I have retired from society and active 
life. Old age, I well know, has its evils. 
The senses begin to fail. Memory some- 
times seeks in vain to read its 
old tablets or engrave on new ones. 

Our thoughts, it has been said, like our chf 

dren, sometimes die before us. But the man 

of many years gan look before and after, and, 
seated under the tree of life, enjoying ‘sweet 
rest with full content,’ be finds that the leaves 
which have fallen from its branches have but 
opened aclearer vision of the eternal stars. 
The experience of many years may add to 
early intuitions the large inductions of ex peri- 
ence, and so induce a clearer conviction of a 
superior ordering of human affairs and the 
overruling influence of general laws. I have 
written because I am persuaded that a firm 
and right establishment of the true relations 
of money to labor cannot be secure in a Re- 
public except by cultivating the mind of its 
people and diffusing a knowledge of the truth 
ne ali its 98 The honest illusions 
ot many men must dispelled, and their 
minds, ransomed from etree, will discern the 
truth. I may utter these last words of ad- 
monition as assurance of that love of country, 
of liberty, and of truth that has been the rule 
of my life, and still glows in a heart which 


must soon cease to beat.“

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GREEK COMEDY THE “FAD.”

Two Very Gorgeous DinnersFloral Ex- 
travaganceHow to Be a Successful 
Dinner-Giver. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 6.—[Special.|— 
Quaker City society has taken to its heart an 
altogether new sort of pet—to-wit: a Greek 
play. Many of the matrons and all of the 
fashionabie maidens who a few months ago 
were entranced, as they would say, by the de- 
light of tennis and foot-ball as played by their 
college heroes, are just now as deeply engaged 
in discussing and praising the classic fad.“ 
At an early dance given a night or two ago by 
one of the most popular women in 
society not a young girl showed her 
nose wuntii past II o'clock. The only 
reason was that the Grecians were 
having a rehearsal, and all the younger female 
element of Spruce and Walnut streets insisted 
ou attending. 

The play is the “ Acharnians” of Aristoph- 
anes. If you will recall your Greek for a 
moment you will see that it is full of go and 
action, most of the other comedies of Aristoph- 
anes having apparently depended for suc 
cess on their wit, and, let us say, ‘* Frenchi- 
ness. The heroes of last summer's tennis- 
field are also to be the stars of the classic show 
and the costumes are being made with such 
historic accuracy that the muscular arms and 
legs of the actors will be given free scope. 
The play has been under study since the first 
of the year, and the performers are already 
letter-perfect. The actors are ali undergrad- 
untes of the University of Pennsylvania, the 
leading part, that of Dicssopolis, being assumed 
by Mr. George W. Pepper, a nephew of the 
provost. The performance will be the first 
public rendition of Greek comedy in this coun- 
try, Aadipus Tyrannus,” which was given in 
Sander’s Theatre of the Harvard University in 
June, 1882, and was the first public perform- 
ance in the United States of a Greek play of 
any kind, bemg a tragedy. The first perform- 
ance will be at the Academy of Music, 
May 14, and the second at the 
same place the following day. The music 
has been made as operatic as possible, to har- 
monize with the liveliness of the comedy. Be- 
sides historical accuracy, beauty and richness 
havo also been sought in the character of the 
costumes, and tunics and cloaks will be of 
costly silk. The scenery, too, is up to the 
standard set up by the luxuriovs stage of to- 
day. It is now paintmg by Russel! Smith, the 
noted scenic artist. The play calls for two 
scenes Only—the first that of a street with a 
distant view of the Acropolis, and the second 
the interior of the house of Dicreopolis. Ev- 
ery building in the first scene is to be a copy of 
some gem of Greek architecture. Among 
other examples of the Doric and 
Ionic order will be shown the Theseum 
and the Temple of Ulysses. Mr. Russell, to 
whom I was talking the other night, says that 
work is well advanced on the scenes, but as the 
greatest care is required progress must neces- 
sarily be slow. 

The performance will be sure to attracta 
good deal of attention, being only the second 
of its kind in the country, and the firet, indeed, 
to be given wholly by students, Prot. kiddie, 
who assumed the principal part in Gdipus 
Tyrannus” at Harvard, being a professional 
reader and instructor in elocution. Although 
next to no publicity has been given in the press 
to the preparations making, yet a knowledge 
of the matter has got around among 
the seats of learning. and Mr. Pepper tells 
me th® a large number of letters has been ro- 
ceived from college professors and students in 
various parts of the country, making inquiries 
and offering suggestions.

MINISTER STALLO’S ECCENTRICITIES. 

A private letter from Rome, where there is 
just now a considerable colony of Philadel- 
phians, gives me an intéresting account of the 
state of disgust into which the eccentric ac- 
tions of our new Democratic Minister to the 
Qvirinal have thrown the American residents 
in the Eternal City. Notwithstanding the in- 
credulity dispiayed on the part of the State 
Department at Washington as to Mr. Stallo's 
speaking at the reception at the German Club 
in Rome of his own country as barbarous 
when compared with the civilization of the 
Teutons, he nevertheless did, an American 
who was at the reception writes me, make the 
observations attributed to him. It has been 
noted by society at Rome, besides, that at the 
entertainments given by Stallo himself Ger- 
mans ‘always largely preponderate, and 
that very few Americans have been 
asked to any of them. The Ger- 
mans, with their thorough  apprecia- 
tion of the virtue of patriotism, are speaking 
in anything but a complimentary vein of Mr. 
Stallo, notwithstanding the taffy he gives 
them, and, it is needless to say, the Americans 
are nettled and angry. 

The Catoldi incident has hightened this feel- 
ing of indignation and spread it, besides, 
through all society in Rome. As my corre- 
spondent was at the dinner at 
Mr. and Mrs. Delametta’s, where 
the occurrence took pluce, his account 
of it may be taken as unquestionable in point 
of accuracy. The most ludicrous part of tiie 
whole affair lies in the circumstance that the 
dinner was arranged for to please Mr. Stallo's 
daughter, who seems to bave sounder sense 
than ber father, and who was very desirous of 
meeting the celebrated Mgr. Cataldi. The cleric 
had gone to Milan when the invitation was sent 
him, but, retarning while the dinner was in 
progress, he went directly to the Delametta 
house. As he sat down at table Mr. Stailo 
arose and said: Come, daughter. We cannot 
stay here, and, followed by his child, he at 
once left the room. The company lifted 
their eyes in well-bred amazement, and after 
the entertainment bad closed the Minister's 
conduct was the one topic of comment. The 
extraordinary explanation said to have been 
offered by Mr. Stallo—namely: that he had 
been directed by the authorities at Washington 
to have no relations with representatives of 
the Vatican—does not seem to have satisfied 
anybody in Rome, since the general sentiment, 
I am informed, is one of condemnation of his 
action. 

Cataldi doubtless takes it all in his quiet, 
philosophical way. Chicagoans who have re- 
sided in Rome willremember him as a hand- 
some, witty, and polished society priest. He 
realizes in nis grace and tact the common no- 
tion of Mgr. Capel. He is to be met with at all 
the quieter entertainments given in the Eter- 
nal City, and is popular alike with both Romans 
and the foreign residents. 

The Pope looks very feeble, but apparentiy 
his Holiness is in no danger of dissolution just 
yet. My correspoadent attended the private 
mass of the Pontiff and was su uently pre- 
sented in private audience. The be spoke 
blithely but ina low, tired voice. He made 
several inquiries concerning and enthusiastic 
reforences to the United States. Although his 
Holiness has a knowledge of English, he spoke 
altogether in French. Queen Marguerite, who 
is said to edify the Catholic Americans in the 
Roman eolony by ter piety, was to have a 
levee Feb. 1, at which four or five noted Phila- 
delphians and a few other of our country men 
and women were to be presented. a

No 
gas was lighted. Candles burned on the table 
and in bigh, gilded candelabra that stood on the 
rug-strewn floor. I sbali not put the menu into 
print. Types could not do justice to its mean- 
ing. The viands were served in rare china and 
gold plate. One set ot Louis Philippe plates, 
comprising twenty-three pieces, a twenty- 
fourth having been broken, were valued at 
$500 each, and Mr. Wyeth's mother, to whom 
they belong, probably would not part with 
them at that or any other price. They were 
bought for her by an agent in Paris, who, it 
was explained, go. them from a noble French 
family, into whose possession they bad come 
when the Citizen King fled in a hired hack 
from the back door of the Tuileries as a wild 
mob burst in at the front. Coffee was served 
in a cozy suite of rooms above stairs. The 
service wag of massive solid silver, and among 
the china was another bit of Louis Philippe’s 
collection, afew cups and saucers exquisitly 
decorated and of great value. The spoons 
were of solid gold, embossed with the mono- 
gram of the family. The dinner cost, I under- 
stand, about $1,500. Still it was a bit tiresome. 


FLORAL EXTRAVAGANCE. 

Wild extravagance in floral decoration that 
was a note of the season before last, and of 
one or two before that, but ceased last year, 
has broken out again. Indeed, more money 
has been spent in this city for roses this sea- 
son than probably ever before. A leading flor- 
ist with. whom I was talking tells me that the 
four or tive principal dealers in roses here are 
doing a business altogether of a million and a 
halt a year. The rarest and costliest flowers 
have been in constant demand, and extraordi- 
nary prices have been asked and obtained. 
Three or four hundred doliars for flowers for 
a private dinner has been ordinary, and $600 
or 8700 not uncommon, One uptown 
coal millionaire, who gave a dioner of fifty 
covers at his house the other night, bad all the 
curtains in and apout his big dining-room re- 
moved and replaced with others, all of flowers, 
at a cost of $100 each. 

The taste of this sort of thing bas gone bey- 
ond the point of doubt; it is bad, and the 
fashion cannot last. Some people are made ill 
by the odor of dying roses, and more than one 
entertainment has been spoiled by the sudden 
sickness of a guest whose nerves were unequal 
to the strain put upon them by the fragrance 
of decomposition. 

Last night ata dinner party where less atten- 
tion was given to roses than to the selection 
and harmonizing of the company, I was chatting 
on the subject of dinners with Daniel 
Dougherty, who has dined out more than any 
other man in Pennsylvania, and, perbaps, as 
much as any other bon vivant in the country, 
aud is known everywhere at bome and abroad 
as a sparkling dinner-table talker. 

** A few flowers, my boy,“ he said, “add to 
the grace of atable. A mass of them detract 
from it by making the impression of os- 
tentation on the mind of the bebolder. Aad 
ostentation always suggests vulgarity, no mat- 
ter who the people may be. A dinner should 
be primarily an intellectual feast. O, I know 
all about the delights of a well-furnisbed table, 
but the most delicious viands will’ pall 
on one before the three or tour hours 
necessary to a dinner close, unless there 
sparkling talk. 
Then the company! It must be chosen with a 
good deal more care and tact than is needed to 
make a bouquet of roses, let me tell you. And 
the man or Woman who possesses that tact is 
always a social success, no matter what intel- 
lectual qualities they may lack. Now, there is 
Mr. Blank. His entertainments have made his 
name known all through the country. The 
finest people of our own and foreien lands 
have been delighted to sit at his table. The 
list of people whom he has entertained would, 
I venture to say, contain more distinguished 
names than could be shown by any other host 
in America, and [I haye met a good 
many large entertainers in my time. 
Yet he lays claim to no i great 
attainments, and he says almost nothing at his 
own dinners. His success is due nearly alto- 
gether to his skill in the choosing of his guests. 
The great scientist goes because he knows that 
a congeaoial artist is to be there, and the great 
society man snaps up an invitation to attend 
because he is confident that both the scientist 
and the artist will please. Thus each guest en- 
tertains another, and the host himself quietly 
lies back anc enjoys the producis of his tact, 
and accepts his company’s expressions of gen- 
uine delight and gratitude. A bright, dinner 
table talker, I take it, is, like the poet, born, 
not made, though cultivation will do a great 
deal for him, and most of the good talkers 
whom I have known always primed for special 
occasions. Speeches at private or semi-private 
dinners are an abomination. As to speeches 
at public dinners, I have only two guiding 
principles, and they aresimpleenough: Always 
begin with wit and end with sentiment, and 
never let your speech be more than ten minutes 
long.“ ; J. W. K.

When the remains 
of Miss Katherine Bayard were taken away 
from the city to Wilmington only one carriage 
followed the hearse. This was at the earnest 
request of Mr. Bayard, who wisbed everything 
to be done in as simple a manner as possible.

THE DRAMA. 


WHAT LAST WEEK HAS SHOWN. 

The week just ended has not been a notable 
one at the theatres. At three places of amuse- 
ment there bas been no change of bill and at the 
others the new attracuons have been of a mod- 
erate type. The only thing occurring to dis- 
turb the even current of affairs was the m‘xed 
performance at McVicker’s Friday afternoon 
for the benefit of the Theatrical Mechanics’ 
Benevolent Associaton. There was the usual 
disconnected performance of a benefit, when a 
number of companies participate, but the work 
was, as a whole, cleverly done, and was appre- 
ciated by a crowded house. The honors were 
rather carried off by Rosina Vokes with His 
Heart Was True to Poll” and by Pat Rooney 
in his specialties—at least the most applause 
followed their efforts. The result of the per- 
formance must have been satisfactory to the 
association to benefit which it was given. 

The business bas been very evenly divided 
among the theatres. Robson and Crane have 
played to moderately good houses, the Vokes 
company bas lost little in drawing qualities 
with a second week, and that successful jum- 
ble, The Tin Soldier,“ has been presented to 
at leust paying audiences. The Hanlons have 
done well at Hooley’s, and so bave the min- 
streis at the Chicago Opera-House. There bas 
not been and is not likely to be a week in the 
season showing such impartial division of pa- 
tronage among theatregoers. The waning 
charms of some performances given for the 
second or third week has put them on a plane 
with less pretentious but [fresher attractions. 

If anything in the even exhibit merit special 
mention it bas been features of the perform- 
ances at the Columbia and at Hooicy’s. Rosina 
Vokes bas made herself decidedly a favorit 
here, and tbe song which is the feature of her 
performance is whistled on the streets. She 
acts it all in a way which is catching, and she 
is sufficiently originai all the time to nold at- 
tention with a remarkably beautiful personage 
on the stage beside ber. Miss Leslie Cuester is 
as charming a personage pbysicailyas her 
photographs bave made ber, and, oddiy enough, 
she can sing and act a littie. 

The feature of the Hanlon performance at 
Hooley s which strikes the observer is that Miss 
Kate Davis is playmg the good spirit.

much enthusiasm as they do the spectacular 
burlesque comic opera that is so vopular to- 
day. They saw a show, too, that had nothing 
immoral or indecent about it. Now, in the 
ballets the girls don’t even wear trunks. Why, 
it's outrageous! What exhibition could be 
more improper than that given in Nanon' 
and ‘Evangeiine’? I declare.“ said Mr. Col- 
ville, with a virtuous indignation that did 
credit to the man who brought over Lydia 
Thompson's troupe, I don’t think there was 
ever more solid nudity offered the public to 
feast on, even when the ‘veiled statuary’ 
created so much excitement.’’ : 

“Do you think the audiences regard them 
purely as scantily-cilothed women rather than 
artistic things of beauty!“ 

“O, pshaw! If they simply wanted to see 
the female form divine in all its perfection 
they would visit art galleries and look at stat- 
uary. Even statuary is suggestive to the ma- 
jority of people. Au artist friend of mine in 
New Orleans had a copy of the Greek Slave 
that he offered to show an old lady whose pici- 
ure be was painting. When he drew the car- 
tains the old lady jumped back in fright and 
exciaimei, *O, it isn’t finished yet. You 
haven't got her clothes on!’ I always think 
of that old lady when I visit one of these spec- 
tacular burlesques. Lexpect they will de get- 
ting up a Greek Slave ballet pext. There are 
several that could pass for ger and ro- 
quire no change in costume.“ 

„And do you thiuk that tne effect of all this 
does much social harm? 

“It must, as it panders to a degraded taste.“ 

“ Yet you have given buriesques yourself in 
which there have been spectacuiar features, 
have you not? 

“I certainly have, but they were bailets that 
could properiy be called so and without a sug- 
gestion of indecency about them-—professional 
dancers that were under the direction of a 
balletmaster, No one thinks of biushing at 
the ballets in grand opera. They are beautiful, 
graceful, and respectable. I don't see what 
right to the word ballet’ the amazons in bur- 
ljesque and comic opera have. They are simply 
the chorus without any clothes on worth men- 

Do you think that the legitimate drama is 
in much danger from the craze for buriesque?”’ 

“To be sareitis. There is just about 80 
much money that is every day spenton amuse- 
ments. If one theatre gets an undue share the 
others must suffer. When the * Black Crook’ 
‘was running, I believe that it averaged to hurt 
every other theatre in the city $200 a night. 
But you can’t drive the public—they will go 
where they want to. It is a mistaken idea to 
suppose that the stage is the leader. Not at 
all. It must follow the public taste, and the 
public now want a licht form of eutertainment. 
it lies with the managers whether that form 
shall be harmiesly amusing or morally degrad- 
ing. One thing bas been thoroughly demon- 
strated of iate years, and that is that Shakes- 
pearean productions have got to be given in 
very smal! doses to be paying. The experience 
that Mr. Booth had with his theatre here will 
prove that.“ ’

MUSIC, 


MUSIC VERSUS TECHNIC IN THE PIANO- 
PLAYING OF MME. HOPEKIRK AND OTHER 
PIANISTS. 

Mme. Helen Hopekirk’s fourth and closing 
recital was attended last Tuesday by a large 
audience, the door receipts being among the 
largest ever taken in the city for a piano re- 
cital. The sympathetic appreciation and sup- 
port between the pianist and her audience 
were quite as marked as upon any former oc- 
casion, perhaps more so. Counting the two 
recitals if Milwaukee, Mme. Hopekirk has 
played no less than nine recitals in Chicago 
and vicinity since Dec. 31, six of them 
in Chicago. All of the programs have 
been played without notes, and all, it is be- 
Heved, with a memory nearly or quite fault- 
less. As the repertory has embraced at least 
sixty compositions, of all grades and schools, 
this fact is a sufficient certificateto the musical 
ability of the artist, for no person wanting in 
genuine musical life could have retained and 
reproduced from memory so varied a list of 
works in so short a time—a time allowing but 
little rehearsal for even the most difficult num- 
bers. In respect to the ease and sureness with 
which the artist accomplished this part of her 
work, Mme. Hopekirk takes rank with the best 
pianists who bave been heard here. 

A most gratifymg circumstance of her Chi- 
cago visit has been the warmth of her recep- 
tion upon her own merits solely, and without 
any kind of advertitious managerial arts. In 
this respect her success has been phenomenal), 
particalarly inasmuch as her playmg is want- 
ing in certain qualities of technica] perfection 
which other artists have taught us to expect. 
Of these later. Her ccess and personal 
popularity in Chicago rést upon an honest 
liking for her as a simple, unaffected, and un- 
pretentious personality, and au artist of char- 
acteristic and valuable gifts. Her unconven- 
tionality in dress and marner is the expression 
of a quiet intention of having her own way— 
away which her unassuming manner renders 
inoffensive. As to mental gifts, Mme. Hope- 
kirk is well endowed. She is a person of wide 
reading, of sympathetic intelligence, and gen- 
ulne good sense. These points not oniy ap- 
pear in her conversation; they come out in 
her playing, Ber readings being sensible rather 
than sensational. The peculiarly musical in- 
telligence of her readings is due to her posses- 
sion of what the Germans call phantaste, a 
spontaneous activity of mind—namely: in 
turning over, recombining, and originating 
musical material. It her playing did 
not testify this quality in unmistaka- 
ble terms, her compositions are so varied and 
so fresh as to leave no doubt upon the sub- 
ject. It is this spontaneous quality in her 
playing, ite sounding as if it might be the ex- 
pression of her own thinking, that renders it 
s@ attractive to the average hearer. In this 
respect she is to be counted among the fore- 
most pianists who have been heard in this 
city. 

The musical quality of her playing was often 
coexistent with certain technical shortcom- 
inge clearly perceived by many and more or 
less felt by all; these were not to nave been 
expected in a virtuoso. One of them has 
already been pointed out—namely: the undue 
preponderance of the thumb and first finger in 
chords. This defect rests vartly upon a faulty 
balancing of the hand in the descending stroke 
(so that the weight of it falls upon the thumb) 
and partly upon an underestimate of the de- 
gree of accentuation necessary for enabling 
the listener to follow the melody with a mini- 
mum of effort, and, consequentiy, with a maxi- 
mum of pieasure. The correction of it would 
have improved almost every page of every 
piece in the entire series, so pervasive is this 
fault. The other imperfection referred to was 
a want of finish in ail the passage-work. 
At the moment of present writing there is not 
recalled a single enza or brilliant passage in 
any of the recitals whicn had really been 
finished in the sense that Joseffy polishes a 
passage. For want of the diligent practice 
needed to do this, Mme. Hopekirk’s piaying, 
even in so comparatively easy a work as 
Chopin’s third baliade, failed to make the effect 
belongmg to it. The rippling, purling effect of 
several of the runs in this work under Joseffy’s 
fingers, and the particularly dazzling briiliancy 
of many of the Liszt passages as played 
by him and by other virtuoso pianists, 
were all wanting here. Each particular 
failure of this sort has to be set down as a lost 
opportunity of impressing the average hearer, 
and, it maybe added, of expressing the com- 
poser. For it is not to be overlooked that 
Chopin and Liszt bave intended just these 


brilliant, rippling, puriing effects—which stood 


to them in the moment of composition as 
something poeticaily desirable—just as much 
80 as the modulations and the melodic phrase- 
ology. To fall short of this standard in public 
performance is to lame the interpretation by 
just so much. The only question is as to 
whether there is an offset of greater vaiue. 

Opinions will differ as to the relative worth 
of piano-piaying like Sbherwood’s, Joseffy’s, 
Mme. Rivé-King’s, Mme. Oarrefio’s, and Mme. 
Hopekirk’s. That all should be alike is not 
desirable, for no one is perfect or all-sided. 
What Joseffy does is to bring certain pieces of 
music in order to illustrate piano-playing, and 
bis own piano-playing in particular. Wat 
Mme. Hopekirk does is to use the pianoforte 
for the purpose of interpreting certain tone- 
poems of Beethoven, Chopin, Schumann. Liszt, 
apd the rest. In the one case, music is sacri- 
ficed to mechanical perfection of perform- 
ance. The instrument is made to sound 
at ite dest; but Mr. Joseffy’s Hamlets, 
Otheilos, Jullets, and other  imagin- 
ary bemgs materialize with extremely 
clear-cut corpers and finesse of trimming. 
Mme. Hopekirz's heroes and beroines material- 
ize in sometbing like the ‘impressionist ”’ 
school of @aintirig; looked at in detail there is 
a blotch of green here, of brown there, a heavy 
line bere, and so on. From the proper 418- 
tance the blotches and heavy lines fall into 
place and the essential effect of the scene is 
carried over to the beholder—ecarried over, it 
may be aaded, with more directness and power, 
and with less misdirected attention to the un- 
important than in line engravings and such- 
like laborious methods of reprodueing linear 
beauty. Therefore it is not necessary to dero- 
gate from Mme. Hopekirk’s playing to call 
attention to its technical imperfections. 

It is primarily a quesnon of mental attitude 
on the part of the player, and in this an inter- 
esting study for musical students in general. 
Mme. Hopexirk’s musical imagination is fed 
by ite possessing so large a store of the best 
tone-poems laid up in memory. Fed, aleo 
(and this is the most important consideration), 
by the habit of playing a wide range of pieces. 
Just as soon as the practice is lengthened and 

ed upon some one difficult piece the 
imagination is dulled and bored by the proc- 
ess, at the very time when its crdinary 
stimulus has been diminished. The 
peculiar staleness of most virtuoso piano-play- 
ing is dus to this cause. The conclusion of the 
whole matter is that Mme. Hopekirk deserves 
to be remembered as one of the most interest- 
ing players ever beard in Chicago. .Whatever 
one may conclude with regard to her wisdom 
as a virtuoso in foregoing virtuoso effects 
which are east witbin ber reach, there can 
be no question but that for amateurs generally 
ber example is the very best possible.

THE MUSIN CONCERTS. 

The second of the Musin concerts Saturday 
afternoon brought out much more clearly than 
the first the merits of the compauy and partic- 
ularly of Mr. Musin himeeif. 


For popular audiences, perhaps, 
it would be well for him to have 
a few pleasing folk-songs in reserve, but, for 
any audience with a capacity to be pleased 
and entertained by violin-playing of the higher 
sorts, no better representative could bly 
be found. In bis concert yesterday Mr. Musin 
showed again his brilliant mastery ot violin 
technic and his capacity for the lighter and 
brighter forms of sentiment. His numbers 
were the Grieg sonata for piano and violin 
in F, the Leonard transcription of Haydn's 
variations on God Save the Emperor,” 
Henrique’s Fairy Stories, and Weniawski's 
mazourka, as well as two or three recalis not 
identified. The pianist also, Mr. Godowsky, 
improved upon further bearing. His reading 
of the Chopin scherzo in B flat minor was ex- 
tremely fine inevery way, and almost as much 
could be said for the lighter numbers that 
came later. He is but 16 years ot age, a pupil 
of the Kullak school in Berlin, and unquestion- 
ably one of the best and most promling pianists 
ot his age ever heard in Chicago. His repose 
is admirabie, as also are the clearness and ac- 
curacy of his playing—especialiy praiseworthy 
on account of the warmth that actuates it. 
Miss Ewan gave a creditable rendition of Ab 
fors e lui and of several smaller airs. She is 
an uncommonly good concert singer. Some- 
thing of ease and sentiment might indeed be 
added to ber improvement. The tenor, Mr. 
Dunbam, is pleasing if not robust. The 
accompanist also was satisfactory. It is 
one of the perversities of the concert-gomg 
public that so superior a company as this 
should have been 80 poorly supported. An- 
other visit, however, will probably bring things 
around into satisfactory balance. Mr. Musin 
appears next in Cedar Rapids. 

MOZART AS AN OPERA COMPOSER. 

The revival of Mozart's Magie Flute by 
the American opera company has naturally 
dalled out seme unusually plain speaking with 
regurd to its inherent worth as a jasting mu- 
sical work. The New York Pvening Post, 
whose musical columns are ot a pronouncediy 
Wagnerian flavor, cites the opinion of Dr. Rie- 
mann, one of the most impartial of German 
Critics, that “the first century which has 
elapsed since the composition of these operas 
has not done them any damage; nothing, ab- 
solutely nothing, is today antiquated in ‘Don 
Juan,’ Figaro,“ Cosi Fan Tutte,’ and Magie 
Flute.“ The statistics of the Berlin Opera- 
House hardly bear out this verdict; for, al- 
though the Mozart operas come next after 
Waguer'e in frequency of performance, their 
four times a year each are but a feeble con- 
cession to a classical sentiment which has bad 
the combined influence of most critical writers 
and of all conservatories to create. The Mven- 
ing Post then proceeds to the following heret- 
ical and irreverent sentiment, which, however, 
is simply and strictiy just. It says: ** Alhough 
we can And very few traces today of the much- 
vaunted Mozartean dramatic tnstinct and power 
of characterization, yet the music is always sweet 
and melodious, and so simple that a child ean 
understand it, inasmuch as it was written by a 
composer who remained with one foot in the cradle 
all hislife.”” The closing touch is unmaniy in 
its suggestion of spite, but bere aiso there is a 
basis of truth. The writer goes on to regret 
Mozart’s having conceded to popular demands 
to the extent of uniting such meaningless 
fiorid music as that of the Queen of Night, 
which it not unrightly characterizes as being 
“as insipid as anything ever written by Doni- 
zetti or Rossini.“ 

If this sort of writing were to have the effect 
of throwing contempt upon Mozart's operas it 
would deserve the reprobation of every musi- 
cian. Mozart was not only a great composer 
for his own times, but for all times so long as 
the tonal system is made the source of musica! 
discourse. He brought into music a sweet- 
ness, a pure tenderness, a graceful melodious- 
ness, and a perfection of formal beauty not 
only new in his time but unsurpassed since. 
Within his personal limitations to depth and 
range of emotion his intuitions were wholly 
clear and valid. What Mozart wrote for the 
tender, the pleasing, the joyous will 
remain expressive of these states 
so long as human ears recognize 
existing tonal relations and enjoy pleasant 
rhythms. Whenever the Jupiter symphony 
becomes triviai a great part of the Beethoven 
creations will have to go. When daisies, but- 
tercups, roses, and the other unevolved adorn- 
ments of the id lose their interest to an ad- 
vanced generation whose eyes have “ gotten 
beyond chem. it is quite possible that more 
complicated flowers will have to be sought 
gout, or the floral department of the poetry of 
the time be closed out at a sacrifice. The 
Mozart operas are nearly all based upon 
amusing stories and are carried through iu a 
spirit of gayety which even in Don Juan“ is 
only occasionally relieved by something 
deeper and more serious. Nevertheless, when 
these deeper moments do come they fail of 
producing upon modern ears the impression of 
depth and seriouspvess intended. Within bis 
limits, as before said, Mozart’s dramatic cbar- 
acterization is clever and valid. Consider, for 
instance, the high-bred air of the music of the 
Countess in Figaro,“ and observe how it con- 
trasts with the peasant-like jollity of Figaro. 
Still more marked are the contrasts between 
the music of Donna Anna, Zerlina, Don Octa- 
vio, Don Juan, and Leporello in Don Juan.” 
Bat of melodramatic music, descriptive 
music, in the modern sense, there is very little 
in Mozart; it is this lack which modern ears 
most observe. Weber is suffering a similiar 
process of disillusion. His once-famous 
Wolf's Glen music in “Der Freischiitz’’ is 
childish beside the supernatural incantations 
of Wagner. It would be a great mistake, how- 
ever, to conclude that by reason of these de- 
fects Mozart's music ought to fall into disuse. 
The true solution of the problem will lead to 
an honest appreciation of Mozart for what he 
really is—namely: the most tuneful, 
spontaneous, and charming of com- 
posers; and not for impossible 
excellencies such as ho composer had until 
long after his day. For, we must not forget 
that even Beethoven, with ail his depth of feel- 
ing and with his matchiess intuition of musical 
means by which deep feeling could be ex- 
pressed, was never a dramatic composer. All 
his descriptive passages stop short of the clear- 
ness (and perhaps crudity as well) which alone 
are effective upon the stage. There is, more- 
over, this one thing to be said by way of 
tu quogue—namely: that Wagner's mus e, 
when beard in long succession, is as monoto- 
nous in its way as any, possibiy even the most 
of any. Melody possesses a perennial charm.

In everyday cos- 
tumes, away from all connection with military 
life, they would have displeased him grievous- 
ly. Sheridan bas grown rather stout, and his 
hight is not sufficient to save him from an ap- 
pearance of heaviness. Hancock shows his 
age and sorrows, for death has been at work in 
his family, and yet he is stilla big, handsome 
man. Put the pair into blue and gold, pose 
them strikingly, and they would become sight- 
ly commanders; but at this time they had the 
appearance of solid merchants with excellent 
appetites bountifully catered to. 
THB SOCIETY YUM-YUM. 

Happy is the person who bas sound reason 
for satisfaction with his or her own personal 
appearance. I once heard Samuel J. Tilden 
say, in jocose yet half earnest self-condemna- 
tion for baving ever gone into politica, that 
portly men were the only ones suitable for 
statesmanship. What he meant was that per- 
sonal influence, especially among politicians, 
depended considerably on an imposing phy- 
sique. A politician has to be all the smarter 
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when he's small. It i¢ undoubtedly true that 
aman often chooses his pursuit in life with 
direct reference to his being able to look it. 
The lean, lank, and sallow fellow is apt to be- 
come a poet; the chap with an uncommonly 
straight spine goes to West Point if be can; 
the possessor of a sober, honest face gets into 
a bank; the sorrowful visage sends its owner 
into the ministry, and so on. The most inter- 
esting study of self-complacency and per- 
fect certainty arising from a know-thyself kind 
of knowledge is afforded by the New York 
society belle who chances to be beautiful. 
Gilbert has a habitof making the sopranos in 
his operas assert their own loveliness placidly. 
It was so with Patience and Yum-Yum, and 
the examples seem to have been potent, for I 
have observed that our social beauties are 
hardly less openly conscious of their charms 
than their professional sisters. It was one of 
the almost perfect creatures at a Patriarchs’ ) 
ball to whom arapt and somewhat bewildered 
beau remarked: Tou are quite the loveliest 
girl bere—you are, indeed you are.“ 

But have you looked around thoroughly?” 
she calmly inquired. 

O, yes; I've seen every woman in the 
house, and I assure you that you're by far the 
most beautiful,” 

Then Miss — hasn't come,“ the belle said, 
in a casual manner that outdid Yum-Yum’s 
declaration that she is the most attractive gir! 
in all the world; thore's nobody else in society 
with whom I am comparable.“ 

How can a pretty girl help tinding out about 
ber comeliness when persons reflect it as 
quickly and olearly as mirrors do? At every 
step she sees admiration expressed in glances 
and bears it in some form of words. Why 
shouldn’t she accept the unanimous opinion? 
When she treads on the mass of gout and rheu- 
matism that an old curmudgeon calis his foot, 
and sees him grab up the agonized thing, she 
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does not fly from impending wrath, for she knows 
that she can face it out with the fair visage 
that nature has given to her. Blest if you 
ain’t the only one in the house that could be so 
internally careless and awkward,% he raged; 
and then he looked up at her, his be- 
came a distorted sort of grim smile, and he 
apologetically added. without getting damned 
for it.” This was simply one more victory of 
matter over mind.

THE WEEK IN GERMANY. . 


Prince Bismarck’s letter to the Pope, trans- 
lated from the French, in which the original 
was written, is as follows: 


BERLIN, Jan. 13, 1886.—Sire: The letter with 
which your Holiness has honored me, and the high 
order which accompanied it, have given me great 
pleasure, and I ask your Holiness graciously to ac- 
cept the expression of my deep-felt gratitude. 
Every mark of approval towards a work of peace 
in the consummation of which I have been able to 
assist is the more precious to me on account of the 
satisfaction. it gives to his Majesty, the Emperor, 
my illustrious master. Your Holiness makes the 
remark in your letter that nothing is more conso- 
nant with the spirit and character of the 
Pontificate than assistance in works of 
That very reason caused me to ask your Holiness 
to accept the nobie trust of arbiter in the difficulty 
between Germany and Spain, and to propose to 
the Spanish Government that both countries 
should appeal to the decision of your Holiness. 
The circumstance that both nations are not in the 
same position in regard to the church which hon- 
ors your Holiness as its head has never been able 
to shake my confidence in the loftiness which was 
to me a guaranty of the strictest impartiality of 
your decision, The relations of Germany to Spain 
are of such a character that peace between these 
countries cannot be endangered even bya ma- 
nent divergence of their interests, nor, by difficul- 
ties resulting from the past, nor by jealousies cre- 
ated by geographical position. Their accustomed 
relations have only been disturbed by accident. 
There is, therefore, reason to hope that the peace- 
making of your Holiness will be of lasting effect. 
Therein I include above ali the gratefal remem- 
brance in which both contestants will keep the il- 
lustrous arbitrator. As regards myself, I shall 
always and zealously improve every opportunity 
that offers itself in the fulfillment of my duties to- 
ward my master and my country, to prove to your 
Holiness my sincere gratitude and deep- felt devo- 
tion. I am, Sire, with a sense of the highest es- 
teem, your Holiness’ most respectfal servant,

As will be 
seen, the German population outnumbers the 
Polish nearly three to one, and it appears

The worthy citizen is not entirely incorrect in 
thinking that the ice lies ready to the ice 
man's hand; but it requires a cunning hand to 
do the picking. and the process is not by any 
means so easy as he imagines.

That the readers of Tun Trisune might get 
a clear and complete idea of the operation of 
cutting and storing the handiwork of Jack 
Frost, which they will enjoy next sum- 
mer, & reporter passed * day 
in the Calumet region during the 
week and examined every detail of the busi- 
ness. No better time and piace could have 
been selected, for the season is at its hight, 
and operations in this locality are conducted 
on an immense scale. Nearly 2,000 men are 
now at work, and as many as a dozen large ice- 
houses are located on the Calumet River and 
the several lakes of che Calumet system in the 
immediate vicinity of Pullman and South C.- 
to say nothing of as many more located 

ore remote points of the Calumet region. 

The point selected was Wolf Lake, where the 
two largest bouses of the Knickerbocker Ice 
Company are located. The lake is next in size 
to Calumet Lake and lies abour halt and halt 
in Illinois and Indiana, the houses being about 
half a mile over the Indiana line — about two 
miles southeast of Calumet arbor. The 
houses, which for convenience may be desig- 
mated as Nos. 1 and 2, stand on the west shore 


“of the lake at its northern end and are about 


three-fourths of a mile apart, No. 1 being fur- 
thest north. The latter is 350x176 feet and 
sixty feet high, containing twenty rooms and 
holding 50.000 tons of ice. No. 2 is 440x200 feet, 


a  gixty feet high, contains thirty-six rooms, and 


holds 80,000 tons. The houses are now 
more than three-quarters full, and will be filled 
to their full capacity if the weather continues 
favorabie for another week. Perhaps the 
clearest idea of the quantity of ice may be ob- 
tained by using acre measuremeut. A simple 
calculation shows that the two houses bold 
about three and a half acres of ice forty-five 
feet thick. An ice-house is not necessarily a 
handsome structure, its chief features beme 
a roof and walls that will keep in the cold and 
keep out the heat. Consequently a tarred and 
graveled roof and double walis a foot thick, 
‘ned with tarred paper and filled with sawdust, 
are the essentials. The decoration is supplied 
by ice-lifts and galleries at the front and nar- 
row apertures extending from roof to floor 
at the rear, and planzed on the 
inside with weather-stained boards Of all 
sines and shapes. The ice-lifts run from the 
roof to the edge of the water on a sharp in- 
cline and resembie exaggerated toborgan 
slides. House No. 1 has two and house No. 2 
bas three. The galleries that run across the 
front of the houses are about ten feet apart 
_and look like piazzas one sees at the back of a 
tenement house. A few ciotheslines fluttering 
with dilapidated garments and the resemblance 
would be perfect. 


The process of cutting and storing ice affords 

a beautiful and impressive illustration of the 
value of system. With it everything moves 
with the precision of machinery; without it, 
“oonfusion worse confounded would poorly 
express the situation. Let us follow an ice-cake 
from the fleid to its resting-place in the bouse, 
an eighth ofa mile away. The first instrument 
on the field, as an Irishman migbt say, is the 
weed-cutter, which begins operations about 
the last of August. This machine is a subma- 
rine mowing-machine affixed to the side of a 
flat-bottomed steamboat, and cuts a nine-foot 
rushes at the rate 

hour untl about 


them on the shore. When the ice has formed 
bas frozen to the requisit thickness a chan- 

nel is cut to the foot of the lift and the opera- 
tion of cutting ig begun. With a straight-edge 
and a hand-piow two straight lines, at right 
angles to each other, are drawn across the 
field. The marker, which is composed of two 
parallel plows, twenty-two inches apart, is then 
drawn over the field by horse-power unt the 
entire surface is divided into regular squares by 
grooves about an inch deep. Ciose behind the 
markers follow the piows. These act on the 
principle of the carpenter's plane and are com- 
of a number or narrow steel teeth set in 
frame ataforward siant. Bach tooth 
ittle deeper than the one in front of it 
plow cuts out about two

At the foot of We LiXt TS 
cordingly the raft is gradually dismembered as 
it nears the lift, the last stroke of the iron bar 
separating the pairs into single biocks. The 
blocks are then caught, two at a time, by the 
hoisting machinery and leave the water on 
their upward journey. 

The handling of the ice from the moment it 
is taken out of the water by the lift until it is 
snugly stored in the house is perbaps the most 
interesting part of the whole operanon. Up 
to that moment the work bas, toa certain ex- 
tent, been leisurely conducted. Now steam- 
power takes a hand and there is a rapidity and 
dash which is tascinating in the extreme. Every- 
thing flies; the ice is handled on the fly, and the 
long procession of glistening cakes which ex- 
tends from the foot of the lift to the right and 
left,front and rear of the immense house never 
Slackens or halts. The lift has been com pared 
toatoboggan slide; the simile may be ex- 
tended. It takes power to drag the sled to the 
top of the slide; but it goes down 
of its own accord. 80 with the ice; 
the powerful hoisting apparatus with many a 
rumble and groan lifts the cakes, fifty a min- 
ute, to the required level, and then releases 
them to take care of themselves. The force 
of gravity gives them momentum, and a deft 
touch here and there from a powerful band 
gives them direction until with seeming intelli- 
gence they glide rapidly through the labyrinth 
of galleries and slides and pause within a foot 
or two of their resting-place. ' 

The lift is practically two parallel, endless 
chains connected at regular intervals by 
stout wooden cross-bars. These chains and 
bars run up the face of the lift freighted with 
blocks of ice, discharge their freight into 
a siide, pass over a par of oog 

drop perpendicularly to tho 

and pass under the lift 

to the starting point. t is So arranged 
that the ice is discharged a y one of the six 
galleries. Soon after leaving che water the 
cakes pass under an automatic scraper, the in- 
vention of an official of the company. It is 
simply a huge hanging door or portculilis 
swung on hinges at the top and shod on its 
lower edge with iron. The power of the lift 
forces the ice under it and its resistance 
scrapes from the top of the cakes ail the chip- 
pings and loose ice which have accumulated. 
These fall into asteam-box fed with waste 
steam, are melted as fast as they fall, avd run 
out of the box in the shape of 
water. This scraper and steam-box are 
regarded with great satisfaction by the 
company, since they effect a large saving in 
labor and space. The former item amounts 
to several thousand dollars a year, as each 
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scraper saves the labor of two men during the 
cutting season and in summer that of a num- 
ber of men, who, under the old method of 
band-power scraping, were kept busy removing 
refuse ice in the houses caused by defective 
scraping. The space saved amounts to three 
tiers of ice in the bouse and without the steam- 
box as much as 1,000 tons of scrapings would 
accumulate about each lift. 

Arrived at the level of the gallery to be used, 
the cakes are discharged by the lift into a slide 
and part company, being diverted to the richt 
and left by a stout tongue of wood. They giide 
easily and rapidly down the elide, turn the 
corner, and take their way along the gallery. 
From this a slide runs at rigbt angles into each 
room in which storing is going on. At tke 
opening of each slide sits a man wit a tool re- 
sembling a boat-hook. If storing is goimg on 
in three rooms on this side of the lift, tne first 
man takes every third case. As it passes him 
he sticks the sharp point of his ice-hook into 
the top of the cake, gives it a practiced twitch, 
and turns it without any apparent effort into 
the mouth of his siide. As the level of the ice 
in the room is perbaps ten feet beiow that of 
the gallery, the cake will run to the rear of the 
buiiding—a distance of 200 feet—if unchecked. 

At intervals, however, short slides are sta- 
tioned at right angles to the main slide, and as 
the cakes pass a man with an ice-hook prods 
them, swings them with perfect ease around 
the right-angled corner, guides them down 
his slide to a plank laid on the top of the ice 
already stored, and lands them within a foot 
or two of the place each block is to occupy. 
Then men with ice-hooks arrange the cakes 
side by side in regular rows. The cakes not 
appropriated by the first gang go onto the 
second, and so on. The gang at the rear of 
the house have the easiest work of all, as the 
end of the main slide is here on a leyel with 
the ice, and with a touch each block can be 
made to slide into the very square to be filled. 
The beauty and simplicity of the whole opera- 
tion strike the observer impressively, when he 
realizes tnat a cake 22x22x15 inches and weigh- 
ing not far from 300 pounds has been con- 
veyed from the top of the lift to the rear of 
the house—a distance of some 440 feet—witb- 
out a man baving laid hands on it or lifted a 
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pound of its weight. A prod or twitch from 
an ice-book in the hands of a man sitting at 
ease on an ice-cake has done the whole thing. 

Generally speaking, the marvelous rapidity 
of the work never slacks an instant. Oc- 
casionally, however, a cake with a rough 
edge gets jammed on the lift or on the slide 
leading to the gallery. In that case a man 
pulls a wire leading to the top of the lift, and 
the traction is instantly thrown off by a move- 
ment of alever. The stoppage, however, af- 
fecis only the one lift, as the shaft which runs 
the whole length of the building and furnishes 
the motive power to each of the three lifts 
keeps on turning. Stoppage of the engine is 
therefore avoided. Practically there are very 
few stops. If a defective cake makes its ap- 
pearance it causes no delay. It is run on to the 
gallery, passes all the house slides, and. by the 
lifting of a timber at the end of the gallery, is 
aliowed to run off and fall to the ground. And 
here it may be remarked that a shaft 440 feet 
long and capable of turnishing the power to 
lift twenty-two tons of ice every minute is 
considerable of a shaft. As a rule, the 
beaviest shipments are made during the 
summer; put a amount is sent 
out each day during the cuttimg season. The 
operation of putting the ice into the cars is 
very similar to that of storage. A switch track 
from the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago 
Road runs by the rear of the houses. A cer- 
tain proportion of the ice is allowed torun by 
the bouse slides and goes to the end of the 
building, around the corner, along the side, 
and into the cars, gravity still being the force 
and an ice-pole the directing power. Seventeen 
cars may by loaded at a time, and an engine 
and crew are devoted entirely to the company’s 
business. When summer shipments are made 
a perpendicular lift (or drop) at the rear of the 


building lowers the ice to a slide on which it 
runs into the cars as before, Thirty cars a 
day is the average amount shipped during the 
six warmer months of the year. 

The actual number of men at work at the 
two houses last week was 790. Such an aggre- 
gation of men makes a community of its own 
in which there are many novel and interesting 
features. It is an aggregation of many na- 
tionalities, trades and condinons of life. It is 
also a community practicaily without the 
presence of woman. Besides the ice-houses 
there are three boarding-houses accommodat- 
ing 200 men each, twelve cottages hold ing 100 
persons, one house occupied by forty superin- 
tendents and bosses, barnes holding fifty borses, 
a blacksmith shop, wagon shop, etc. The cot- 
tages are occupied by men and their families, 
who take boarders to the extent of their room. 
About 100 of the laborers live in Colebour and 
go home each evening. The great majority of 
the men come under the head of muscle 
and are paid $1.37 ver day. They are charged 
19 cents per meal and their lodging is fur- 
nished free. Their wages are therefore $4.80 
per week of fuli time. Muscle combined with 
a fair amount of brains gets from $45 to $70 
per month. Promotion and steady employ- 
ment reward faithfulness and intelligence, and 
many of the men holding the more responsibie 
positions have been in the empioy of the com- 
pany for ten years or more. 

When men are severely tried by arduous 
labor in cold weather their food and lodging 
are matters of vital importance. Aside from 
any motives of sentiment, thé foe men have 
learned by experience that it pays to feed and 
lodge their men well, and it is the universal 
rule that the laborers are well treated. The 
transient laborer stays longer, works better, 
and is sick less when so treated. The boarding- 
houses are unpretentious frame structuree of 
two and a half stories. On the ground floor 
are dining-room, wash-room, kitchen, and 
pantries. The second floor is taken up by a 
huge sitting-room, a baggage-room, and a 
number of sleeping-rooms holding sixteen 
men. The half-etory is the sileeping- 
room proper, the sieeping-rooms below 
being given to men who come 
in gangs and prefer to keep together—as, for 
instance, sailors. There is usually little use 
for the baggage-room, for the wardrobe of the 
average laborer consists of what be has on bis 
person. Incase he has a box or a gripsack it 
is put in the room and a check given. Once in 
along while a man arrives witha trunk. It 
usually happens that he is so unmercifully 
guyed that he does not stay more than a day 
or two. The men sleep two ju a bunk. Each 
bed is furnished with pillows and blankets, 
which, strange as it may seem, are kept clean 
by frequent washings and the application Bt 
steam and hot air. The cimex lectularius 
not thrive under these conditions, and a man 
afflicted with smaller, if not less offensive, par- 
asites is discharged the instant bis condition is 
discovered. If these measures were not taken 
it would be very difficu!t to keep for any length 
of time the better class of laborers. The board- 
ing-houses are kept scrupulousiy clean, and 
are weather-tight and thoroughly warmed.

Comfortable as are the other rooms, the 
dining-room is the room of rooms— the inner 
sanctuary—to the ice man. To it his highest 
aspirations turn and about it his fondest 
memories dweil. If current. report and official 
statement do him no wrong, bis appetite is 
something to be imagined, not described. An 
official stated the case emphatically, if not 
esthetically: ‘**Eat!"’ he exclaimed. ‘Eat! 
Why, a 800-pound pig squeals at one end of the 
‘Dbuildmg and baif an hour later all that goes 
out at the other end is his tan!“ Exaggera- 
tion aside, the men do eat with a zeal and per- 
sisteuce that know no faltering. It is a com- 
mon thing for men to eat themseives sick. 
bor instance: A weather-beaten and travel 
stamed tramp appears. He has not had 
a square meal for months, mayhap. 
Consequently he devotes, the first week to re- 
plenishing the springs of bite, and before the 
time is up he has gorged himself ili. It is 
stated and vouched for that one man drank 
fourteen pint-cups full of coffee at one meal. 
Even where the men eat rationally they con- 
sume an immense amount of food, as the fol 
lowing figures, for one house only, will show: 
A T60-pound beef is consumed each day. 
Fifty apple pies and 150 loaves of bread are 
baked each nigbt. About sixty pounds of but- 
ter are set out each meal, as well as three busb- 
els of potatoes, to say nothme of beans and 
other vegetables. Coffee is made in twenty- 
gallon boilers, and the men average four pint 
cups each a meal. In the dining-room are 
twenty tables seating teneach. The dishes are 
of tin and the anivesand forks are of iron. 
The food is of first-rate quality and well cooked. 
A foree of fifteen men cook, do chamber work, 
and wait on the tables in each house. 

The operation of cutting and storing the ice 
as above described 1s a fair sample of the work 
in pleasant weather. In bitterly cold weather 
the work is exceedingly difficult, as may be 
easily imagined. For instance—a night when 
the mercury is down near the bulb 
gangs of men must spel) each other all 
nigbt to keep the channei open. This is done 
by towing an ice-raft up and down the channel 
and keeping the water moving. Storms also 
cause delay and trouble. Ina heavy snow- 
storm it is no uncommon thing for the channel 
to drift full of snow untl it bas to be aban- 
doned and a new one cut. Even when it does 
not drift a heavy fall ot snow makes a large 
amount of extra labor, as a force of 
men and horses are obliged to turn out with 
snowplows and ecrape the field. When the 
snow fails on damp ice and then freezes, the 
field must be abandoned, even if nearly or 
quite ready for rafting. Every now and then 
a laborer gets a ducking, which in cold weather 
is a serious affair. He starts on a fun for the 
engine house and bakes himself beside the 
boilers until he and his clothes are dry. The 
cold telle severely on a man not used to ex- 
posure, and a certain proportion of the force 
is always on the sick list. usually with lung 
troubies. The horses, too, die largely before 
becoming acclimated, iung-fever proving 
especially destructive. The company prefers 
Germans, Scandinavians, and Americans. 

The men are paid once a month and draw 
their wages upon a time-card, which states the 
number of days and hours worked, the num- 
ber of meals eaten, the amount of tobacco 
drawn, and the number of tickets between 
Chicago and the houses used. Any man may 
draw money at any time, provided he will draw 
all that is due him. Tickets are bought in 
quantity at special rates by the company and 
sold to the men at cost price. That the men 
ride extensively is shown by the fact that 5,000 
tickets on the Lake Shore and 5,400 on the 
Pittsburg bave been used this season, as proved 
by the numbers on the special form used. The 
men are not charged for meals not eaten when 
they give notice of absence. The expenses of 
the company average $10,000 per month for the 
year and nearly $2,000 a day during the cutting 
season. 

There is no saloon nearer the houses than 
Colehour. Last fall a man located u saloon 
just across the lake, a short distance from the 
houses. The company got rid of him in a sin- 
gular effective manner. Their men frequented 
the saloon ana got drunk and shiftiess until pa- 
tience ceasea to be a virtue. The man was 
told to get out. He refused. The company 
then gave notice that any man caught in the 
saloon would be discharged instantly, even if 
he bad been in theiremploy for ten years. In 
three days the saloonkeeper came and offered 
to sellout. He was told that the company did 
not care to buy. Then the following conversa- 
tion occurred between him and an official of 
the company: 

“Go to Colebour and keep a saloon if you 
want to. You're too —— handy.“ 

IT belong to the Saloonkeepers’ Association 
and if you drive me out we'll boycott you.” 

“Clear out. If we sell ice as cheap, or 
cheaper than anybody else, the saloon men will 
buy of us. If they don't, we can better afford 
to lose their trade than have you here. Skip!”

An Active Market, with Prices Still 
Tending Upward—Notable 
Transactions. 


The Demand for Room in the Busi- 
ness Quarter—Some Proposed 
Changes. | 


Sample Sales from the Market—A Valua- 
ble Piece of Property Vari- 
ous Notes, 


The market continues in an active, healthy 
condition, and the tendency of prices is still 
upward. Brokers are surprised to see so large 
a demand ata time of the year when they 
would naturally look for quietude. One lead- 
ing house reports that it did as much business 
in January, 1886, as in January, February, and 
March, 1885, and the experience of other 
houses is similar. Handy & Co., the abstract 
men, are doing twice as much as last year at 
this time. There is a steady trade in small 
lots and houses, but the inquiry for inside 
business property is still the most conspicuous 
feature of the situation. Acres are not at- 
tract ing a great deal of attention. As for 
renting, the season has not opened yet, but 
the business bas, and the outlook for property 
used for commercial purposes is excellent. 
Perhaps the most notabie transaction of the 
week was the exchange of the Woodruff Hotel 
on the southeast corner of Twenty-first street 
and Wabash avenue ($125,000) by Norman B. 
Ream for the Busby Block on the east side of 
Dearborn street, between Randolph and Lake 
($210,000).

A GOOD DEMAND FOR BUSINESS QUARTBERS. 


Notbing indicates the confidence of the peo- 
pie in the future of business better than the 
demand for business accommodations thus 
early in the season. Although in many cases 
the intending tenants do not purpose to occu- 
py their quarters till the Ist of May, they are 
already on the ground engaging the best of the 
offices and stores. The demand is perhaps 
most marked on La Salie street, and it goes to 
confirm the belief of many people that that 
thoroughfare is to be a second Wall street, 
The applicants. are, bowever, by no means con- 
fined to the classes of people engaged in finan- 
cial or speculative operations. The new build- 
ings in the vicinity of the Board of Trade 
are taking some tenants away from 
other parts of the city, but there is also a 
large inflow of people from outside the city. 
It is understood that the Fort Wayne Road will 
remove its freight offices to the Clark Building 
on the corner of Sherman and Jackson street. 
Farther north, one of the main offices of the 
Gaff Building is to be taken by the National 
Dispatch Line, and it is presumed that another 
railroad company will occupy the other front 
office on the first floor. A large proportion of 
the upper rooms of this building bave also 
been engaged, and the Gaff Building will not 
hereafter be ranked among the properties in 
that part of the city which pay their owners a 
poorincome. A visit to the Home Insurance 
Building will convince anybody that its rooms 
are to be well marketed. The Adams street 
front is about all taken up, and an unofficial 
estimate of the rental to date is $80,000. 
The managers of the building stgte. that they 
are not cutting rates at all. There is an un- 
derstanding among the owners of buildings in 
that part of the city in regard to rates, and 
there is thus far no evidence that it hes re- 
cently been violated. Still farther north on 
La Salle street, between Madison and Wash- 
ington, the old buildings, which were some- 
what burt by the southward drift of business, 
are in good demand. It does not doto ask very 
nigh rents there, but there seem to be plenty 
of traders and others who are satisfied with 
the acoommodations, anda number nave al- 
ready made engagements for the lst of May. 
In some iocalities the larger concerns are 
driving out the smaller ones. On Dear- 
born street, for instance, there is a 
demand for stores which will 
oblige the retail shopkeepers, tailors, Sta., 
to go over to La Salle. The north halt of the 
first story of the Howland Block is to be cleared 
of its present tenants and given upto a bank. 
On Washington street between Dearborn and 
Clark there is to be considerable shifting about, 
but no important new enterprises have yet 
been developed. The rent-roll of the Chicago 
Opera-House Building is still growing, and now 
amounts to $140,000. There is complaint of a 
scarcity of stores in various localities. The 
erection of that class of structures has not kept 
pace with the increase of business. Certain 
Lake street concerns have been discommoded 
by recent changes, and the supply of the rigbt 
sort of accommodations there is small. The 
Northwestern Road has appropriated the north- 
west corner of Wells for its offices, obliging 
Fairbanks, Morse & Co. to leave. They go to 
the southwest corner of La Salle, necessitating 
the removal of Hart, Austin & Co. Somestores 
have recently been built on State street south 
of Jackson, but tradesmen dislike to move to 
a new quarter, and the shortage of room in the 
old localities is a little try ing. 


NEW BUILDINGS. 


The low temperature of the last two weeks 
has puta stop to nearly all outdoor work on 
new buildings, and has also had the éffect of 
placing adamper upon definit operations in 
architects’ offices. At best there is very littie 
that architects can certainly calculate upon at 
this time of the year, but the number and 
character of the inquiries and conversations by 
would-be builders during this month furnish 
pretty reliable straws with reference to the 
coming spring and the amount of work that 
will probably be commenced. A thorough can- 
vass of the architects’ offices results in the al- 
most unanimous information or opinion 
that indications are favorable to one of the 
most active openings that Chicago has ever 
seen. While the winter bas not been unusual- 
ly severe, it bas by no means been what could 
de termed open, and what outside buiiding bas 
been done has been carried on under many 
more difficulties than were anticipated when 
the jobs were begun. The continued cold has 
also prevented many who no doubt would bave 
taken advantage of the mild weather to put in 
foundations from doing any work, and the 
chances are that the greater part of the work 
which was calculated for winter will be car- 
ried over tili spring. Thus building will be 
practically forced into seasonabie weather, 
which by common consent is the véry best 
thing that could occur for all concerned in the 
business. 

As usual, the question of strikes is cuttmg a 
more or less prominent figure in the minds of 
people who contemplate building, and it is in- 
tertering somewhat with detinit arrangements 
in numerous instances. It is not feared that 
artisans will strike for more wages than they 
were getting last year, but that the agitauon of 
the eight-hour question will resuit in a strike 
that will seriously delay any work that may be 
commenced. But this apprebension seems to 
be confined almost wholly to those least in- 
formed as to the situation. Builders gencrally 
pooh-pooh the idea of a strike—leastways 
in the spring — and gay there is 
nothing more unlikely. They argue that the 
men have been getting and will continue to re- 
ceive good wages, and that the feeling on the 
eight-hour movement has not mounted to a 
bight that would create the slichtest suspicion 
of av early strike.
